A“xick” of the most emphatic descriv- 
tion has been made by the Nickel-Plate Rail- 
road to the east-bound live-stock pool. That 
new but very assertive road is dissatisfied 
with the 10 per cent share of the live-stock 
business awarded it, and clamors for more. 
With a view to placatine the discontented, 
Arbitrator Adams has called a meeting to be 
held in New York, but it is understood that 
the managers of the other roads in the poo! 
think the Nickel-Plate has had more than 
its share already, and they will not listen to 
any proposition to increase the percentage. 
In such evént a total and peremptory dis- 
ruption of the pool may be looked for at an 
early day. 

At a conference of electricians held in 
New York City yesterday it was resolved 
that the placing of telegraph and telephone 
wires underground was a direct and pressing 
necessity. At the same time the increased 
cost of carrying out this much-needed re- 
form led the assembled telegraphers to dep- 
recate hasty measures. Mr. Thomas A. 
Edison declared that overhead elettric wires 
constituted an ever-present danger to life 
and property, and that at any moment 
firemen or oghers touching the wires wight 
be killed by the electri¢ current. The danger 
from this source has been vehemently denied 
by parties interested in maintaining the 
present system, but they will now have to 
concede the fact. 


Jupe@Ers ANTHONY and Jameson, although 
generally considered as reputable gentlemen 
and judicious representatives of the legal 
profession, will not preside when the trial of 
Jere Dunn, for the murder of the prize- 
fighter, Elliott, is called. Messrs. E. B. Kel- 
logg and F. E. Davis, persons whose word is 
fully equivalent to their oath, have declared 
that Dunn cannot get a fair trial before 
either of the jurists named. As the @ffida- 
vits imputing prejudice wee in legal form 
the court had no choice but to grant the 
change of venue demanded. The case will 
be heard before Judge Smith, and there is no 
reason to tear that phe interests of justice 
will suffer in his hands, but it wouid be in- 
teresting to find out just exactly how Messrs 
Kellogg and Davis discovered the peculiar 
kink in the minds of Judges Anthony and 
Jameson which prevents the. from giving 
Dunn justice. Possibly that is what Dunn 
does not want, and he has as much right as 
any other homicide to avail himself of the 
technical advantages which the present iin- 
perfectcrimina! code allows him. 


END OF THE DEADLOCK AT SPRING- 
FIELD. 

The Republicans in the Lilinois Legislature 
have abandoned the effort to seat Bradwell, 
who was elected, and permitted the Demo- 
crats to dictate the retention of McNally, 
who, was not elected. The surrender is hu- 
miliating because it involves the sacrifice of 
an important principle in a republican form 
of government—a free ballot and a fair 
count. But there is much more humiliation 
in the Democratic triumph over this prin- 
ciple for party and personal advantage than 
in the Kepublican defeat in defense of the 
principle, especially since the Democrats 
earried their point by obstruction, conspiracy, 
fraud, corruption, and a resort to the npst 
disgraceful@methods ever employed in a po- 
litical contest. a 

There was nothing left for the Republicans 
but to withdraw from the struggle. They 
have a bare majority in the House with the 
presence and codperation of every Kepublic- 
an member. The drunken loafer Rook was 
captured weeks ago, body and soul, by the 
Democrats by pandering to his low, base 
appetites. He refused yesterday to go into 
the House, and without his vote the Repub- 
licans were powerless to provide a quorum 
of seventy-seven votes, while the Democrats 
as a body declined to vote. Nothing was to 
be gained by carrying the contest any fur- 
ther. Ihe deadlock has lasted long enough, 
and there has been a sufficient exhibition of 
lawlesness and depravity to throw upon the 
Democratic minority full responsibility tor 
the obstruction of legislative business and 
the neglect of public interests. If Demo- 
cratic members think they can justify such a 
course before respeegmble constituencies in 
behalf of a disreputable; low-down bummer 
who was never elected they will probably 
discover their inistake when it is too late. 

The merits of the BradwWell-McNally con- 
test may be related briefly as follows: On 
the original count of votes McNally was re- 
turned as elected. A recount was ordered. 
the boxes were opened, the ballots were in- 
spected closely and thoroughly in the pres- 
ence of both parties and’ their friends, and it 
was found that a mistake bad been made in 
the count, ana that Bradwell had received a 
majority of more than a hundred (147) votes. 
All this was shown before the committee of 
the Legislature, but the Democrats deter- 
mined to demand a third count at Spring- 
field. The Republicans resisted this de- 
mand, not merely because it was unusual, 
unreasonable, and unnecessary, but also be- 
cause the ballot-boxes which were opened to 
make the recount had been several weeks 
in the possession of McNally’s friends, 
during Which the McNally gang might 
have and probably had tampered with 
the ballots and the ~lists. There 
was sufficient ground on which to 
base a suspicion that something of this kind 
had been done. In the first place, it was 
known that the crowd witli which McNally 
trained was mt above this sort of thing. In 
the second place, it came out in the iegisla- 
tive investigation that McNally swore that he 
| had received yo notice of contest, when a 
signature to another document contradicting 
this statement was identifiea as his. In the 
third place, McNally was in the company of 
the person who carried off a ballot-box in the 
late town elections, kept it over night in a 
saloon, and finally returned it with a forged 
signature. These circumstances certainly 
warranted the Republicans in their refusal 
to rest Bradwell’s case upon a recount of 
ballots to which MeNally’s friends had access 
during a period of several months. 

There is reason to suspect, moreover, that 
most of the Democrats in the Legislature 
had a motive iu adhering to McNally ulterior 
to any attachment to that person or the seat 
The most important measure 


pending before the Lagisiature is the bill for 
a uniform saloon Hcense in the State. The 
Democrats, under the leadérship of Haines, 
have ranged themselves almost solidly

against this measure. Representatives of 
the Liquor League were on. the ground in 
the early days of’ the session, and are said 
to have distributed a large fund, raised by 
assessments on the saloonkeepers, for the 
purpose of defeating the proposed li- 
cense legislation. Some of the Democrats 
rather preferred to defeat it by obstruction 
than by direct consideration. ‘The deadlock 
over the Bradwell-McNally case served this 
purpose. Finally, the retention of McNally 
in Bradwell’s seat makes a difference of two 
votes on the License bill, since McNally will 
vote against it while Bradwell would vote for 
it. The license question, on the’ whole, has 
really been more in issue than the seat held 
by McNally. The Democratic side, with a 
few honorable exceptions, is completely sub- 
servient to the orders of the Liquor League, 
and in the interest of free whisky the Demo- 
crate have consénted to act as a body in ob- 
structing all the business of the session. 
Perhaps some of the members will find & 
difficult to secure an approval of this course 
from certain rural constituencies. 


DRESSED BEEF VS. LIVE STOCK. 

The rea! motive of the opposition recently 
developed among those controlling the ship- 
ment of live stock to the dressed-meats 
traffic does not appear to have been stated 
clearly. It is based on an apprehension that 
the establishment of the business of slaugh- 
tering and dressing cattle in the West for 
Eastern consumption will ultimately trans- 
fer that industry to localities much nearer 
than Chicago to the cattle-raising regions. 
It is contended that all the arguments used 
in favor.of preparing the meat in Chicago for 
the New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
Washington retail dealers will apply with 
equal force to Omaha, or Cheyenne, or the 
points of shipment on the Kansas Pacific and 
other rallrvads which transport the cattle 
from the Western plains and the Texas 
ranches to Chicago. If there is a saving in 
shrinkage between Chicago and New York, 
and if the dressed beef killed in Chicago 
arrives in New York in better condition than 
if shipped te New York on the hoof and 
killed there, tnen the same conditions, it is 
urged, will hold with still greater force for 
All the 
fatigue, deprivation, and waste of tissue in- 
cident to the railway transportation of live 
cattle from Chicago to New York will occur 
in the same proportion during the transpor- 
tation from the origina! point of shipment to 
Chicago, and it is suggested that ihis consid- 
eration will sooner or later transfer the 
siaughtering of cattle to cities still further 
west. The interest of the “ eveners” who 
have control of the live-stock shipments and 
of the Chicago- Stock-Yards Company is 
naturally very greatin view of such a change. 
Perhaps the, “entertainment” of cattle at 
the Stock-Yards constitutes nearly one-half 
of the business of the company cwntroll- 
ing the yards and of the people 
engaged in the various offshoots of 
the company. The enormous dividends 
declared by this company on a capital which 
has been swollen to colossal proportions in- 
dicate sufficiently the concern of these peo- 
ple. They fear that if the bulk of the dressed- 
meat industry is to be transferred eventually 
to the railway centres nearest to the plains 
where the cattle ‘are raised the Chicago 
profits on handling, feeding, transferring, 
and shipping cattle will be largely sacrificed. 
There is reason to believe that thisis the secret 
of the effort which has been made to secure 
an increase of railroad rates on the ship- 
ment of dressed beef to New York and other 
Eastern points, and to thus discourage the 
business at the very outset. The sympathy 
of the Chicago public has been with the 
dressed-weat business because the new de- 
parture promised to build up a large and.im- 
portant industry for this city. The selfish 
interest which actuates the Stock-Yards peo- 
ple must be taken into account in estimating 
the probabilities of the predicted transfer of 
this industry to points further west. The 
advantages of Chicago as a central distrib- 
uting puvint will continue to assert themselves 
in the dressed-beef business as in all other 
exchanges between the West and the East. 
While the butchering for the Eastern mar- 
kets may be done better and more cheaply in 
the West thanin the Eastern cities, It does 
not folfow that the business can be trans- 
ferred to the plains. There are pnysical 
reasuns why the journey froin the plains 
to the Eastern pgiuts of consumption 
may be divided up between live cattle 
and dressed meat to the improvement of the 
latter. It is also true that in all commerféial, 
manufacturing, and transportation business 
Chicago has always been able to provide 
facilities and methods so superior to other 
points as to overcome mere advantages of 
locality. This has held true with regard to 
the handling of grain, and it ought to be 
equally true in regard to the handling of cat- 
tle, the slaughtering business, and the prepa- 
ration of dressed meats. THe TRIBUNE has 
no desire to argue the merits of the contro- 
versy between the live-stock and dressed- 
meat factions, but presents the ‘theory out- 
lined above as the true explanation of their 
disagreement. 


THE LICENSE QUESTION IN ILLINOIS. 

At the recent charter elections in the in- 
corporated cities, towns, and villages in this 
State the issues mainly turned upon the 
question of temperance, and the result has 
been very much mixed. In all these cases 
there have been generally three. divis- 
ious of voters. (1) The extreme temperance 
party, which would accept nothing less than 
prohibition, and then voted no license; (2) the 
license party, which voted for the policy of 
licensing saloons generally at a low rate; 
and (3) the high-license party, which fa- 
vored licensing saloons at the highest rate 
that can be obtained. This division of the 
voters resulted in several cases in the 
triumpn of “license” and the defeat of “‘no 
license.’”’ A vote for' “no license” is practi- 
eally a vote for prohibition, and prohibition 
proves generally to be a lamentable failure. 
Itimeans, or at least results,in, the unlicensed 
saje of liquor, with the abuses and evils re- 
suiting therefrom, It is peculiar, however, 
to prohibitionists to be irreconcilabie, and 
they ‘prefer to lose substantial remedies iu 
the vain effort to establish the impracticable. 

There are thousands of intelligent, law- 
abiding men who have become satisfied that 
prohibition is no aid in the cause of temper- 
ance, especially because it does not suppress 
the traffic in ilquors, and leads ‘to an irre- 
sponsible class of saloons and tv illicit drink- 
ing by minors and others. To these people 
the policy of high licehse, where the mini- 
mum rate shall be established by the. State 
and shall be uniform, affords to the public 
the strongest protection against the evils of 
saloonkeeping, and by placing the few saloons 
in existence in responsible hands enlists the 
dealers themselves on the side of decency 
and order, and furnishes the strongest aids 
in the su,pression of places of vile resort. 
Wherever the temperance people have had 
the good sense to unite with the high-license 
party the general cause has been successful, 
but where they have persisted In voting no 
license and have failed they have secured 
the election of low license or the old-fasii- 
ioned chead-groggery system. 

What adds fo the troubie in this business 
is, that the fallure of the Siate w pass a 
uniform law on this subject leaves this whole 
question open to agitation and contention in 
every town and village in this State at the 
election every year. A town may by a ma- 
jority of a few votes this year vote no license, 
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and the same question next year, after an 
exciting election, may be decided for license; 
so the matter is never determined except for 
one year, and always results in another ex- 
citement. 

The sale or consumption .of liquor has 
never been suppressed by law. So long as 
the consumption of aleohol continues,so long 
will it be offered for sale, and: so long will 
purchasers of it be found. The attempt by 
penal laws to suppress its sale and use in- 
variably ends in failure, and an abortive law 
leads to scandalous abuses. The adoption of 
a prohibitory Jaw in Kansas has had the 
effect to repeal all the restrictions on the 
traffic, has destroyed the revenue, and prac- 
tically made the sale of liquor in that State 
free and unrestrained. 

Ina large tiumber of cities and towns in 
this State the policy of high license has been 
adopted, and. wherever it has been adopted 
there is universal satisfaction. There was 
no disturbance of the existing rule in these 
towns at the late election. Nocity with high 
license has voted for Tohtbieien or fora re- 
duction of license. in these cities and towns 
the rates of license range from $300 to $1,000 
a year. The Town of Aurora after under- 


going the annual excitement over license or : 


no license, voted two years or more ago to fix 
the rate of saloon licenses at $700 a year. 
The immediate effect of this was to reduce 
the number of saloons in the city and to fur- 
nish a large municipal revenue. The im- 
provement of the character of the saloons 


P was a most important part of the reforms ac- 


complished. After an experience of this 
character if is not surprising that at the 
recent election the policy of high license 
was sustained by a unanimous vote. A 
year ago the City of Joliet, a Demo- 
cratic city with 3,000 voters, had 107 ga- 
loons, each paying $50 a year for license. 
It was then voted to fix the rate of li- 
cense at $500. The intmediate effedfwas to 
close nearly forty of these saloons and to col- 
lect of the remainder $30,000 for the City 
Treasury, and to elevate the character of the 
saloons still doing business. At the election 
afew daysago it was decided to continue 
the policy of high license. No one, not even 
the saioonkeepers, favored going back to the 
cheap and irresponsible groggery system. 

On the other hand, the City of Rockford, 
which has been under the ‘‘ no-license”’ sys- 
tem, and has a population largely in favor of 
temperance, voted for license. The purpose 
is evidently to adopt a bigh-license system. 
Under no license liquor was freely sold, and 
the worst forms of the traffic prevailed. Un- 
der a high liceise the sale of liquor will be 
put under proper restraints, and the city will 
collect a proper revenue. 

The saloon evil is the greatest curse per- 
taining to the liquor trade. Cheap saloons 
are the most iniquitous part of tne trafife. 
Every idle, lazy, and improvident man who 
does not wantto work or to engage in any 
industrious avocation finds refuge in seiting 
upacheapsaloon and establishing a resort 
for others like himself. He needs no capital 
for his business, and becomes thereafter a 
loafer anda bummer. The adoption of high 
license has the effect of closing all these es- 
tablishments; it closeg these resorts for the 
idle and the worthless, and- for those lying in 
wait to be treated to drinks. 

How much nicer and better would it be 
if, instead of holding 400 to 500 elections in 
the State‘annually on the temperance ques- 
tion, the Legislature should provide by gen- 
eral law for a uniform rate for keeping 
saloons at $500 a vear, leaving to each locali- 
ty the privilege of increasing the amount at 
its pleasure. That would settle the liquor 
question for all time in this State. It would 
furnish all the municipalities of the State 
with a remunerative revenue, and reduce the 
number and evils of saloons to the minimum. 


ANOTHER INDICTMENT AGAINST BRIT- 
ISH LANDLORDS. 

The English Government is not alone 
troubled with distress and agitation in Lre- 
land. The reports from certain sectious of 
Scotiand are almost as s@d as those from the 
West of Llreland, and as discontent and dis- 
affection are the natural sequences of dis- 
tress it follows that unless soine relief can 
be furnished to the Ilignlanders of West 
Scotiand they may yet break out in protests 
as dangerous as those which are now heard 
in Ireland. The problem which is presented 
to the Government is, how to helpa veople 
who are always on the verge of famine—and, 
it may be added, always will be so long as 
the present landlord system prevails. 

Atarecent meeting held in London the 
most piteous appeals were read from places 
on the main shore and islands of the West of 
Scotland. The story of suffering at one place 
was the story atall. The poor people seem 
to have suffered under a combinatien of dis- 
asters even worse than those which have 
visited the West of Ireland. First the fish- 
eries failed, then the potato-crop failed, then 
the hurricanes caine and @estroyeéed- the grain 
efops, and lastly a winter of terrible severity 
setin. They have had to undergo privations 
which seem almost incredible. They are 
now without food, money, work, or credit, 
and starvation is staring them in the face. 
The Earl of Dunmore, who spoke at this 
meeting, related his own persortal observa- 
tions. A single extract will give a clew to the 
general situation: 

People in this country naturally knew very 
little of the condition of the crofters and cotters 
of Scotland. A crofter was one who held a 
amail pilot of from four to seveu acres, and this, 
in the best of times, was all be had to depend 
upon. Butin course of years the crofter’s fam- 
liy yrew up and married, and bad children of 
theirown, and yet.they ali still cortinuéd to 
live as cotters on their father’s original croft. 
So that be knew cases nuw, tor instance, where 
onsix crofts there were no less than twenty- 
eirht families, andon other twocrofts twelve 
familhes. They were always poor, but now that 
the potato crop bad collapsed they were abso- 
lutely starving. © 

Here is one great cause of suffering— 
namely: large populations clinging to their 
homes, wretched as they are, and huddled 
together in little hamlets. Worse than this, 
these people have far outstripped the means 
of subsistence. Even in the most favorabie 
years they can barely get enough to eat. In 
unfavorable years they can get nothing. In 
a whole series of favorable years they can- 
not save enough to provide for 6ne unfavor- 
able year. This would seem to be a hope- 
less probiem, for there is no question that 
they are living under a cundition of things 
which, economically considered, is as hope- 
less as it is helpléss, unless some means can 
be found to induce these wretened people to 
émigrate, which is a more difficult task than 
to feed thetn,.as they cling with wonderful 
tenacity to their soil, wretched asitis. The 
London Times is forced to acknuwledge that 
if the English charitable public were to send 
money and food enough to keep then all in 
comfort and tide over the distress of this 
year the state of things next year might be 
just as-deplorable as it is now. 

There are certainly good reasons for suffer- 
ing and for charity and sympathy as well for 
the West Highlanders, and yet, in the midst 
of such grievous distress and the general 
helplesness and nopelesness ef the situation, 
the greell of the landiord is not satiated, but 
continues increasing its demands for blood- 
money. Though the land caynot raise suffi- 
cient to support its occupants under favor- 
abie circumstances, these heartless and rapa- 
cious owners continue to raise the rents, un- 
til at last in mahy cases they. exceed the 
aciual value of.the lands, This norrible in- 
justice has aroused the people of Svotiand. 
They have not broken out in agrarian 
outrage like the more impulsive people 
of lreland, but they are moving upon 
Parliament for the enactwent of land 
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reform in the and determined 
manner characteristic of Scotchmen. Mean- 
while is there upon. earth a more grasping, 
avaricious, greedy, cruel creature than the 
average British landlord? The horrible 
cruelties practiced during recent evictions in 
Ireland, whieh have already been printed in 
TR: Trrpunr, and the piteous condition of 
the people in the West of eland and Scot- 


landlords standing over them, increasing 
their rents and throwing them out of doors 
when they fail to pay them, make a picture 
of human suffering and human oppression as 
cruel as the grave. ° 


HOW TO PREVENT STRIKES. 

The stubborn deadlock into which the 
building trade ot this city has been forced 
by the disagreement between the bricklayers 
and their employers is an evil absolutely 
without compensation to, any one. Both 
masters and men have already los{ more 
than they would have suffered by conceding 
the claims of the other side, and feeling on 
both sides has reached an intensity that 
threatens to prolong the mutual loss from 
mere ugliness of temper and pride. The 
worst of it is, that the questions at issue 
could with great ease have been settled by 
reference to an umpire instead of war, 
which is what the strike amounts to. 

Pennsylvania suffers severely from this in- 
dustrial war of strikes, though the ew has 
been greatly lessened by the voluntary adop- 
tion of arbitration in some of the trades, A 
bill toextend the system of arbitration @u the 
iron, steel, glass, textile fabrics, and coal 
trades, and to provide a regular and uniform 
method of procedure, while leaving resort to 
arbitration purely voluntary, is now pending 
before the Pennsylvania Legislature. It is 
the work of Senator William A. Wallace, 
who has given the subject careful study. 
The Senate has passed the bf] unanimously, 
and it has gone without amendment to its 
third reading in the House. Its provisions 
are reasonable, operating alike on both em- 
ployers and employed, and are proved to be 
practicable by the experience with similar 
tribunals in this country and abroad, 

The proposed law does not compel either 
employers or employed to take recourse to 
arbitration and conciliation unless they pre- 
fer; but, if such is the wish, it gives them 
its help. Upon the written petition of a 
majority of the workmen and; of a majority 
of the employers concerned in a dispute, 
naming asa tribunal an equal number of 
representatives of each side, and an umpire 
mutually chosen, the County:Judge is to 
issue an authorization to the tribunal to act 
fora year. The decision made by this tri- 
bunal is to be binding upon the parties to it, 
with this important qualification: ‘** Upon 
questions affecting the price of labur, it shail 
in no case be binding upon either employers 
or workmen save as they may acquiesce or 
agree therein after such award.” 

Lawyers and agents are not permitted to 
appear for either side. The proceedings are 
to be as far as possible voluntary and spon- 
taneous. Full provision is made for procur- 
ing witnesses, preserving order, and obtain- 
ing proofs. Only such questions are to be 
considered as are submitted by both-parties 
in writing. The award becomes matter of 
record, and, with the exception noted of 
questions about the rate of wages, is final and 
conclusive, and may be enforced by the 
courts by judgment and process, The public 
is to give the members of the tribunal no 
compensation, but the city or county is to 
furnish them with a room, fuel, and light. 

The spirit of this law, which passed tri- 
umphantly through the ordeal of Senatorial 
criticism, is expressed in the preamble: 

W bereas voluntary tribunais mutually chosen, 
with equality of representa and of rights, 
and afrank discussion therefn, by the persous 
interested, of the business questions involved, 
are the plain paths to mutual concession and 
the cessation of strife, ba the chuice of an 
umpire by the parties einselives, to whose 
arbitramenot the mattere in dispute are to be 
submitted for final decision if they shail fail to 
agree, ip in accord with the practice and policy 
olf the Commo nweaith, etc., etc. 

Arbitration is already recognized by the 
law of this State, but the helpful procedure 
provided by Senator Wallace’s law and the 
guarded and restricted authority granted 
the tribunal and its award are. not given by 
our law. Itisa pity our Legislature cannot 
turn to such subjects instead of cooling their 


heels in the ante-room of delirium-tremens, 
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CHALMERS AND MANNING. 

The Supreme Court of Mississippi has 
recently decided on an appiication before it, 
made in one branch of the case of Chalmers 
and Manning, the contestants for a seat in 
Congress from that State. It appears that 
1,472 votes polled and returned in Tate 
County at the last Congressional election for 
J. KR. Chambless were in dispute, as to 
whether they should be counted for Chal- 
mers. Chalmers having a fear that these 
votes would not be counted for him, filed a 
petition to the Circuit Court asking a manda- 
mus compelling the election clerk to count 
them for Chalmers, and, therefore, to certify 
that Chalmers was elected. Betore any ac- 
tion was had, the clerk had canvassed the 


votes and had not counted these 1,472 votes° 


for Chalmers, and had eertified to the Gov- 
ernor that Manning was elected, whereupon 
the Governor had issued-a commission to 
Manning. The petition was therefore amend- 
ed, and the Circuit Court asked for mandamus 
to compel the County Clerk to recount the 
vote, to include the 1,472 votes of Tate Coun- 
ty tor Chalmers, and to certify to the Gov- 
ernor tliat Chalmers was elected. The Cir- 
cuit Court granted this writ, and 
an appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Gourt, which tribunal has overruled 
the Circuit Court, and dismissed the proceed- 
ings. The Supr@me Court gives as a reason 
why it should not issue this writ of manda- 
mus that the whole case had gone beyond 
any effective control by the courts. 
election officers had certified to the Governor

him as elected. "That action and commission 
were irrevocable, and the coyyts coal not en- 
force any change of them. The whole question 
as to which of the contestants had been elected 
was one of which the House of Representa- 
tives had excltisive jurisdiction.

AS usual, difficulty was experienced in ob- 
taining ligures from the railway companies, 
and the estimates finally nade by Land Com- 
nvssioners and their subordMates were open 
to the suspicion of exagreration. ecrop of 
Dakota wheat for 1882 was about 12,000,000 
bushels, at an average of fourteen bushels 
to the acre, and this would give a total acre- 
age of more than 850,000. In Southern and 
Svutheastern Dakota the same condition of 
things noted in Southern Minnesota prevails 
to some extent, and dairying and stock-rais- 
ing is growing into greater favor, while sup- | 
plementary crops af oats and corn will be 
laymer than ever before. Central Dakota is 
not aS fully developed agriculturally as 
either the northern or southern portion 
but along the lines of the Northwestern @n 
the St. Paul extensions{into, that Territory at 
least 50,000 acres of new ground, almost en- 
tirely devoted to wheat, will be seeded this

‘spring—in fact most. of it is 80 
already—and the James River Val- 
ley will add a quota of 20,000 


acres. itis safe to presume that the south- 
ern part of the State will hold its own if 
acreage and thé central portion add about 
75,000 to its quota for last year. In Northern 
Dakota the increase will be very large. The 
getilers of last year got to work in good sea- 
Son and hundreds of thousands of acres will 
be added to the acreage in wheat this season. 
Land-Comnnissioner Power, of theManitoba, 
computes the increase on. the lines of that 
road as @égual to an addition of 10,000, 
bushels on an added average of half a mill- 
fon to the crop of last year. He ficrures this 
on @ basis of twenty bushels to the 
acre, but at fifteen, more likely to 
be the average, the incygase would 
be 7,500,000 bushels. Fully 5,500,000 .of 
this would come from Dakota. The Grand 
Forks district has been largely taken up, and 
at least 25 per cent thefeof is under cultiva- 
tion. The Northern Pacific officials could 
not give specific figures, but were of the 
opinion that, leavi out of account the 
counties already thickly settigd, the addi- 
tions to the wheat acreage on their main line 
and branchesin Dakota would be 100 per 
cent. A heavy farmer on the line of the 
Northern Pacific is authority for the state- 
ment that 200,000 acres is not an excessive es- 
timate of the increase in acreage between 
Fargo and Bismarck, includ the new 
breaking on the Jamestown ‘an 
Branches. . The aggregated estimates of rail- 
way men and Dakoia farmers point to a total 
increase of about three-quarters of a million 
acres in that Territory this season, and all of 
this is devoted to wheat-raising.

Cotumsvs, 0., April 20.—[Special.]—W. 
I. Chamberlain, Secretary of the’State Board 
of Agriculture, returned tonight from a trip 
through Northern Ohio, where he had spent 
several days looking after the prospect of the 
coming Wheat crop. He was met by Tur 
TRIBUNE representative and imparted the 
following valuable information on the wheat 
crop: 
“The wheat along the Columbus, Hocking 
Valley & Toledo Railway, from Gofumbus to 
Moledo, is ‘greening up’ rather better than 
l expected. Of course for the first ninety 
miles I saw the rich bottom-lands of the 
Scioto and Whitestone, and then of the 
Sandusky and Tymochte, and the wheat 
is better there than back turther from the 
rivers. Still, large parts of most of the 
fields are dead beyond all hope of resurrec- 
tion, and I think the most hopeful would not 
claim a possibility ot more than a fair two- 
thirds crop even with the best weather till 
harvest. The wheat in sight from the Lake 
Shore Railway between Joledo and Cleve- 
land is in very bad condition. More thah 
halt the wheat might as well be plowed 


up at ouce, «as there -is no life in 
it. It was frozen. to death in 
ground in January and February, and 


uot belped out by the alterfate freezing and 
thawing in Mareh. The wheat looks worst 
from Fremontto Norwalk or Oberlin, on 
the fine sandy ‘loam jands that have always 
been considered the surest wheat-dands of 
the State.

Capt, Purinton was not in- 
tentionally insubordioute, and the words in* 
question were spoken in a heated discussion. 
‘apt. Eddy, said the speaker, was not ypinter- 
esféd. Oneof the unknown things in She case 
was bow the words spoken came to the ears of 
the command ng officer. Counsel referred 
eloquentiy to/ Capt. Purintou’s service in 
the late War, and said if Capt. Eddy had 
passed through the sa:ne dangers, trials, and 
privations be wouid not be sv ready to take sides 
against a brother officer. Accused bad no equal 
of his rank in the city, and his record. should 
stay the hand of the court in disgracing him. 

Gen. Waliace, also tor the defendant, followed 
in a speecod of about twenty minutes. He elab- 
orated the points made by his associate, dymell- 
ing especially on the fact that there had been 
no bint of avy wrong intent or overt 
act on the part of Capt. Purinton. 
The conversation referred to had startedin the 
spirit of investigation, and would have been 
egded inthe same spirit bad not Capt. Eddy, 
then a cierk in the Adjutant’s office, stepped out 
and assumed the powers of Col. Knox. Capt. 
Purinton’s history showed the assertion that he 
was insubordinate to be an utter absurdity, aud 
the charge was simple nonsense.

SHERIDAN’S EMPIRE. 


Its Extent and Its Population—The 
Troops Assigned to Guard It—Aban- 
doned Forts and Posts. 

At Gen. Sheridan’s headquarters yester- 
day it was learned that twa@ new forts have 
been ordered for the United States Military 
Division of the Missouri. Fort Thornburgh 
is to be constructed in the northeast cor- 
ner of Utah ata cost of $90,000. The mate- 
rial will have to be hauled a long way, there 
being no railway within 200 wiles. The labor 
as far as possible will be done by the troops, 
though some mechanics will required. 
This fort is being erected for the benefit of 
the White River Ute Indians who have 
moved into that gountry, and were notorious 
some time ago for the murder of Mr. Meeker. 

Fort Bliss is to be constructed, or rather re- 
constructed, near El Paso. Its position is in 
a little narrow strip of the State which pro- 
jects into New Mexico on the Rio Grande, 
and is thought to be a good locality to watch 
Mexican indians who cross the border. 

There have been a number of changes in 
the department commands and disposition of 
troops of late which appear in the following 
statement: 

The Department of Dakota is commanded 
by Brig.-Gen. Alfred H. Terry. There are on 
duty there something over one regiwent of 
eavalry, one of infantry, and a light artillery 
battery with 4,408 men and 371 officers. 

The Department of the Platte is_com- 
manded by Brig.-Gen. O. O. Howard. It has 
one regiment of cavairy, one of infantry, and 
a light battery of artillery, to the number of 
2,368 men and 217 officers. 

The Department of the Missouri is com- 
manded by Maj.-Gen. John Pope. It has 
4,674 men and 309 officers. ' 

The Department of Texas is commanded 
by Brig.-Gen. Augur, with 2,426 men and 183 
officers. 

A large number of forts have been aban- 
doned and the troops woved to other points. 
The cause of removal assigned is the advance 
ot civilization and the need ot protection at 
pioneer positions. Among the important 
posts abandoned are Forts Benton and Lo- 
gan, in Montana; Forts Meade, cantonment, 
and Bad Lands, Dakota; Camp Sheridan, in 
Nebraska; Forts Dodge and Wallace, Kan- 
sas: Forts Cameron, Fetterman, Sanders, and 
camp at Cheyenne Depot, Wyo. Ter.; Forts 
San Felipe, Griffin, camp near Corpus Christi, 
and camp at San Diego in Texas; Fort Gar- 
land and cantonment near Moncas River; 
cantonment near North Fork otf Canadian 
River, Indian Territory. 

The order has been given to abandon the 
only Idaho post, Fort Hall, Forts Stockton 
and McKavettin Texas, and Fort Cameron 
in Utah.

A giauce at comparative tables shows a de- 
crease of 342 troopsin the Department of Da- 
kota, 472in the Department of the Platte, 
forty-six in the Department of the Missouri 
and 1,2l4in the Department of Texas, a tota 
decrease of 2,074 troops in the division. 
The Military Division of the Missouri, 
upder Gen. Sheridan, is the largest army sys- 
tem in the world. It compasses 4,000, 
square miles, with 26,000,000 people and 259,000 
Indians. For the nanagement of these savage 
tribes and the protection of the varied inter- 
esta of private life there are 13,870 soldiers, 
with 1,080 officers, or one oflicer to every 
thirteen men. Counting men and officers, 
there are 14,950 in all. This means that only 
one soldier guards 1,700 people against seven- 
teen warlike savages, and paces a beat of 260 
square miles, receive for his pay Sle per 
month, clothing, and kicks. 
This vast military division is bounded on 
the north by the British Possessions, on the 
south by the Rio Grande, on the west by the 
western lines of Utah and New Mexico, and 
on the east by the eastern line of Lilinois.

How the Navy Assisted in Ending 
the Rebellion. 


The Reviews of a Professional Review- 
er Briefly Reviewed. 


A Number of Miscellanecus Works Dis- 
posed Of in Short Notices, 


The Blockade and the Cruisers. | 

The series of “Campaigns of the Civil 
War” having been brought to a close—with 
the possible exception of a single volume still 
to be issued—the Scribners have supplement- 
ed it with three volumes on ** The Navy .in 
the Civil War,” the first of which, by Prof. 
J. R. Soley, of the Naval Academy, is before 
us and treats of “The Blockade and the 
Cruisers.”” The necessity for these supple- 
mentary volumes cannot be questioned, and 
was long since pointed out in these columns. 
The stries constitutes a succinct and admira- 
Die history of the Civil War, and to have ig- 
nored the part taken by the navy would have 
been to omit all mention of one of the most 
important factors in winning victories and in 
accomplishing the total defeat of the ene- 
my. Without the blockaders the Rebels 
would have been kept supplied with 
food, ammunition, mdney, and men 
by their foreign active sympathizers. With- 
out the cruisers the Rebel naval vesseis 
would have forever driven our merchant- 
vessels from the seas, and “penetrated our 
Northern seaports at will. Itisof the work 
accomplished by these two divisions of the 
naval forces that Prof. Soley treats in the 
volume before us; but he has also so far 
broadened the scope of his work as toinclude 


tion of the navy at the outbreak of the War, 
the peculiar difficulties befor@it, and the way 
in which the difficulties were met. ‘The yol- 
ume is interesting both for the general and 
professional reader, and, while the narrative 
of such events as the fight between the Mon- 
itor and the Merrimac, the exploit of Cushing 
at Wilmington, his destruction of the Albe- 
marle,the sea-fight between the Kearsarge and 
the Alabama, the destruction of the Hatteras 
by the Sumter, and the exciting episodes of 
biockade-running might have been much 
more elaborately treated. After all the facts 
are concisely stated, and the book is in every 
respect a worthy and authoritative account 
of this portion of our naval history.”’ 

Itis possible to give here only a _ briet 
sketch of some of the leading points in this 
book as an index of its character and impor 
tance. The condition of the navy in 1861 was 


comparatively much better than it is today. 
Yet of the ninety names on the Navy Regis- 
ter then fifty were of vessels of the older 
type—ships-of-the-line, frigates, sloops, and 
brigs; of the forty steamers only twenty- 
four were available: and that was the sub- 
stance of our effective navy. Five measures 
were immediately adopted to increase this 
force. Everything afloat that could be made 
of service was bought; fourteen sloops-of- 
war were constructed; twenty-three gun- 
boats were contracted for with private par- 
ties; thirty-nine wooden and seven 
iron double-enders were built: and 
three types of ironciads were decided upon. 
Of the purchased vesgels it is curious to note 
that one of the must valuable prizes 
made during the War—the Circassian— was 
made by a Fulton ferry-boat. The number 
of vessels bought during the War amounted 
to 418, of whieh 313 were steamers. As to 
the blockade, its efficiency is best demon- 
strated by the fact that the number of prizes 
taken was 1,149, and that 335 other vessels 
were destroyed—thé@ value ofall being rough- 
ly estimated at $31,000,000, 

Prof. Soley givesa good description of the 
blockade-runners of 1863-’4: . 

A long, low, side-wheel steamer, of from 400 
to 600 tons, witha siight frame, sharp and nar- 
row, its length, perbaps, nine times its beam. 
It had feathering paddies, and one or two rak- 
ing ielescopic funnels, which migbt be lowered 
close to tne deck. The bull rose ouly a few feet 
out of.the water. and was painted a dull gray 
or lead color, so thgt it could hardly be 
seen by daylight at 200 yards. Its spars were 
two short lower masts, with no yards, and only a 
small crow's-pest in the foremast. The 
deck forward was constructec in tbe form 
known as “turtie-back,”” to enable tbe 
vessel to go through a heavy sea. Anthra- 
cite coal, which made no sinoke, was burned in 
the furnaces. While running in all lights were 
put out, the binnacile and tireroom-batcb were 
biown of 
under water. In the intest vessels of this class 
speed was too much studied at the expense of 
strength, and some of them were disabled be- 
fore they reached their cruising-wround. ... 
He never hove to wben ordered: it was as hard 
to hit him as to overtake bim; a stray shot or 
two be cared nothing for. . .. The rates of 
pay on board these vessels for cach successful 
trip were as follows:

Passing from the subject of the blockade- 
runners, Prof.Soley gives his attention. to 
“The Commerce-Destroyers,” and reviews 
the purchase or building of the Rebe! boats, 
their equipment, careers, and final destruc- 
tion, capture, or sale. Of the destruction of 
the Alabama by the Kearsarge the writer fur- 
nishes an admirable account, atid correctly 
sums up the results of this contest when he 
says that ‘‘an English-built vessel, with En- 
glish guns andacrew of Englishinen” was 
“thoroughly beaten and sunk in an hour by 
Americans inan American ship with Amer- 
ican guns.” In-conclusion, Prof. Soley has 


a few words to say in regard to the 
“policy of rocrastination”’”? which ap- 
pears to ominate in dealing with 
matters pertaining to the navy, 


and which is wont to point to our experience 
in 1861 to show that a navy can be prepared 
for action at short notice. The weakness of 
the enemy was our strength in this instance, 
and was all the strength we had for the first 
six months of the War: 

Had our enemy been a Maritime Power, with 
a navy in the most ordinary condition of readi- 
ness,and with a competent working staff, it 
would bave fared il) with us ion the first summer. 
In our next war we shall probably have no such 
good fortune, and we eball learn to our cost the 
fatal result of procrastination. The only 
way in which a naval force can be kept up 
which shall be equal to the, barest necessities of 
the country is by a constant adaptation of tleets 
and armaments to the new demands of modern 
war. If the navy is to be kept up at all 
it must be kept up to date. f a navy 
can be built to order, after a war be- 
gins, how aid it happen that, with unheard-of 
efforts, there was not an adequate force afloat 
in September, 1861. to enter every Soutbern 
port? The cause did not lie in the officers. Such 
fauits as they had were faults, not of the men, 
but of the system—a system which ignored the 
cardinal principle of naval policy: that a navv 
must always be mainteined in a condidoa of

“Chats About Books, Poets, and Novel- 
ists,” by Mayo Williamson Hazeltine, is a 
collection of spirited papers which originally 
appeared in the Sunday editions of the New 
York Sun. They discover a just acumen 
combined with a sympathetic understanding 
rarely found in analytical criticism. The 
salient merits and defects of an author’s style 
are vigorously presented—as when the writer 
says of George Eliot’s passion for analysis, 
that “It is performed with an elaborate thor- 
oughness which partially defeats its end, 
since, in the multiplied flashings of the dissect- 
ing-knife, we lose sight of the slender fila- 
ments and nerve-centres we were asked to 
scrutinize.’ And again: “‘ In George Eliot’s 
world all the robust, well-poised, regnant 
natures are sooner or later enlisted on the 
side of worth, and purity, and of truthful, 
helpful living—as if to her mind the tremen- 
dous leavening influence of right-wishing 
minorities were the one supreme sign of 
power in history, and as if she could not im- 
agine a sound, strong intellect not yielding 
ultimate acceptance to those principles of 
sympathy and self-control which formulate 
the wisdoy and aspiration of the race.” The 
longest, and perhaps the finest, paper is that 
devoted to a consideration of Victor Hugo 
and his works. Of the former the author 
asserts: “* As sympathetic as Goldsmith, and 
almost as shy as Hawthorne, his sensitive 


nsive nature early sought a refuge 
= fame which, in his brief career of 
courtier, had occasioned some hours of rapt- 
ture and many tears.’”” And of the latter: * An 
intuitive insight, and a stern (almost a grim) 
sincerity, were guarantees that most of his

On thecontrary, Bret Harte 
lacks the breadth of vision, the sustained. 
power, which are necessary toa novelist in 
the best sense. He can reveal, py the light- 
ning flashes of quick sympathy, the awful 
depths and hights which the darkness of 
secrecy hides in each soul, as in 
“The Outeasts of Poker Flat”; or 
he may sketch with the touch of a master 
the eternal inystery which cradles the sweet 
divinity of infancy in the manger of brutal 
humanity, as in “The Luck of Roaring 
Camp’’; but, when he tasks tne eteher’s pen- 
cil to fill ine broad space of slowly-developed 
narrative, the result is far from satisfactory, 
as in “Gabriel Conroy.” Andof Mr, Reade 
it is safe to say that he has not only written 
one prose sentence, but whole pages whose 
most marked effect is as a seperific, 
Admirable as are these papers in the main, 
we are compelled to note the very fault 
which, curiously enough, receives the 
author’s most severe censuré—namely: an 
air of pedantry. as though the writer either 
could not or would not assume an audience 
of less than the highest culture, Why not, 
for instance, note Hugo's varied measure 
instead of his variety in “cesura?” Is it 
not repeating the offense of Mr. James when 
his critic can only detine the repetition of a 
non-luminous adjective as a “crepuseular”’ 
effect? Norisit vossible to commend that 
mistaken idea of elegance Which sacrifices 
the simplicity and clearness of its stvle 
to a reiteration of sound. By how 
much does one who fills the. leading part iz. 
a drama gain in dignity when styled its 
* protagonist’? ? These are some of the re- 
fiections aroused by this somewhat severe 
and scholarly critic. He who essays the 
delicate operation of removing the mote from 
an objective eye is ill-fitted for tne task 
whilst cherishing a beam in the subjective

Richard Wagener. 

Under the title of “Richard Wagner— 
Rienzi to Parsifal,’’ a dainty little volume 
has just been issued by A. Williams & Co., 
of Boston. It is a translation from the 
French oft Judith Gautier, with avuthor’s 
permission; and perhaps is all the more re- 
markable that it isa French tribute—and the 
only French tribute we have ever seen—to 
the great French hater. It is plain to 
see from the book that the writer was not 
only an ardent friend, but an enthusiastic 
disciple, of Wagner; for she writes in a 
rhapsodical manner that reminds one of 
Miss Shepard’s admiration of Mendelssohn 
and of the romantic biographies of Rau. 
The first part of the book is largely personal, 
and is devoted to reminiscences of her visits 
to ‘l'riibschen and the Baireuth Villa of Wahn- 
friedy which threw a very pleasant light upon 
Wagner’s home-life, his methods of work, 
his family-relations, and all the little ins and 
outs of his daily life. There is nothing 
specially new in it, except, perhaps, that she 
brings out in strong colors his great attach- 
ment for animals, amounting toa devotion, 
especially for dogs, that will commend his 
memory to the delight of thé humane. The 
second part of the book is devoted to a poet- 
ical analysis of all his works, from “fhe 
Flying Dutchman ” to * Parsifal.”” This por- 
tion of the book has been admirably done, 
and will give the student of Wagner very 
concise and correct ideas of the structure of 
all these works. Asa book of reference it is 
a very valuable contribution to the Wag- 
neriana, which will now xzrow more anple 
than ever since the death of the master.

“*Ilome-Gymnastics ” is the title of a work 
transiated from the Swedish, and written by a 
physician who is at the head of the department 
of medical gymnastics at the Royal Central In- 
stitute of Stockholm.

A volume by Charles L. Eastlake contains 
some notes on the principal pictures in the 
Louvre Gallery at Paris and in the Brera Gal- 
lery at Milan. Another volume will contain de- 
scriptions of the pictures in the Munich Pinaco- 
thek and in the RKhoyal Academy of 'Fine Arts at 
Venice. The buok is simpiy a handbook for the 
use of visiturs, ang Mr. Eastiake’s comments 
and descriptions are authoritative ana weil writ- 
itis, on an elaborate scale, a catalog of 


Two more voluines have been added to the 
handsume Riverside Edition of Hawthorne's 
works. This is an admirable edition—the finest 
of this writer's, works ever issued—with large 
type, substantial bindings, and tasteful covers. 
Mr. Lathrop’s notes are mere bints, and occa- 
sionally disappointing. Of the stories them- 
selves there is nothing more to be suid. It is 
creditable to American literary taste that a new 
edition should have been required, and that it 
should meet with so much favor. 


The “Statesman’s Year-Book” for 1883— 
being its twentieth annual publication—is now 
ready. This is a standard work of statistical in- 
formation, carefully prepared from official re- 
turns, and annually revised. There is no other 
similar publication of re poe merit, and for ref- 
erence purposes it is indispensable and invalu- 
abie. Since Mr. Martin’s death its compilation 
has been intrusted to Mr. J. Scott Keitie, who 
bas carried on the work in the same admirable 
mwanner characteristic of its previous editor. No 
library of avy Kind can afford to be witbout one 
of these \ooks. Errorsin it there undoubtedly 
are, but nove of serious importance. 


“A Parisian Romance,” by Octave Feuil- 
let, is the story from which the well-known play 
of the same name was taken. It depicts the ter- 
rible results which follow marriage without love. 
Jeanne de Maurescamp is a beautiful, refined, 
intelligent girl, who dreams of a marriage which 
shall be the Joyous companionship of two souls 
striving for the highest development, and who is 
wiven by a mistaken mother to a wealthy ani- 
mal, whose ruling idea is to crusb out of. bis 
wite’s hutureevery romantic or tender senti- 
ment. Her inuocent friendsbip and its tragical 
enc, the change wrougttin her nature by this 
cruel ordeal, and ber heartless life afterwards 
are all given with that realistic vigur which 
French novelists lend to even a trivial passion. 


Those who have read the first volume of 
“Gatherings from an Artist's Portfolio in 
Rome,’ by James E. Freeman, will warmly wel- 
come a second under the same promising title. 
In the first chapter a glimpse of many famous 
places is taken from that terrace on which the 
autbor once before entertained the public. The 
extracts from his diary sketch rey | a Wworid- 
reuowned face and career, ia simple but effect- 
ive outline. These reminiscences, historical and 
private, cover a space of years reaching back to 
i841. Mr. Freeman’s comments and anecdotes 
are marked by a spirit of kindliness not less ai- 
luring than their exquisit humor. Pio Nono, 
Mazzini, Garibaldi, and many whose art bas eu- 
nobled our own land us well as England and Ltaly 
make up the “ goodlie companie”™ who figure in 
these pages, every one of which presents some 
sunny View of artist-life ia the Eternal City. 


“L’Evangéliste,” by Alphonse Daudet, 
translated by Mary Neal Sherw6od, is a story of 
great power, witb a visibie motive. Itis an at- 
tuck upon the proselyting zea! of the Protestant 
society known as the Salvation Army. While 
the fair-baired, gentle Eline is ostensibly the 
heroine, the real strength and consequent inter- 
est of the story are centered in Mme. Autheman, 
whose smooth brow is not more nar- 
row than ber code, and whose small 
mouth firmly indicates the merciless severity 
of ber nature. She it is woo. having converted 
and mafried a Jewish banker of evormous 
wealth, succeeds in vecoming mistress or a so- 
ciety whose fanaticism, though Protestant, is as 
intense, as unreasoning, and us devoted as ever | 
burnt in the breast of a Jesuit. Sbe wins moth- 
ers to believe that the souls of children and bus- 
bands can only be saved by a cruel and absolute 
desertion for the so-called “ cause of Cbrist."’ 
She so works upon the sensitive organism of the 
Dunish girl, Fline Eisen, that .not only is her 
fuithbful lover forsaken, but one of the c 
eweetest commuaious between mother 


daughter is dissolved forever. The subtie as 


well as atrocious me by which Mme. Authe- 
man succeeds in ber rtiess endeavor, the au- 
thority by which her name crushes all who are 
inclined to interfere in behalf of the robbed and 
broken-bearted mother, the cruet completeness 
of her triumph—these are rayed witb re- 
markable and vivid effect. It is a strange, sacl 
story for a nineteenth-century romance, and 
one which is almost inconceivable in this coun- 
try. But it cannot fail to claim the attention as 
well as arouse the reflection of its readers. 

It is long since we have read anything in 
the line of traveis so thoroughly delightful as 
the little work by Mary E. Blake (“ M. E. BY) 
called “On the Wing.” These “ Rambling Notes 
of a Trip to the Pacific” have adash. a piquancy, 
and an cloguence which can only be learat by 
actual acquaintance. Were we to make one ex- 
tract to illustrate the bright beauty of this littie, 
unpretentious work, so many others would de- 
mand equal bonor that only the note of intro- 
duction and modest table of contents would be 
omitted trom the entire book. Many of the 
pages appeared as letters in the Boston Journal 
last year. It is easy to believe that “a demand 
from many quarters” would urge the present 
enlarged and permanent form. Tre quaint, 
pretty binding is in harmony with the contents; 
but we could wish the fine print, by which much 
entertaininent is compressed in the smallest pos- 
sible space, did less injustice to the work.. It 
Suggests weariness to the eye; and weariness 
should not be thought of in connection with 
these sunny pages. 

Mr. Morse has added a very readable 
biography of Thomas Jefferson to the “ Ameri- 
can Statesmen Series.”’ All the more important 
facts in the life of this erratic statesman are 
concisely stated, and his public acts briefly re- 
viewed. The style is easy, and the criticisms in 
barmony with those of other writers. It is a 
thoroughiy readable and enjoyable sketch of 
the life of one wbo has left a permanent mark 
upon our political institutions, and who is not 
inaptiy termed by Mr. Morse "‘tae undertaker 
for the Royal Colonies and midwife for the 
United Stutes of America.” His. character and 
controlling motive are thus.sumnmed up: “It is 
impossible to imagine Jefferson combating a 
popular crror—controlling a mistaken peopie— 
encountering & great clamor of the masses. 
From these earliest days of his public career we 
tind him always moving and feeling with the 
huge multitude; catching with seusitive ear the 
deep mutterings ot its will long before the in- 
articulate sound was intelligible tu others in 
high places; encouraged by its tater and boarser 
outcry; gathering his force and power from its 


resence, his incentive and persistence from its 
audation®.”’ 


A life and criticism of “ Hegel,” by Prot. 
Edward Caird, of Glasgow University, is a valu- 
able addition to the series of Black wood’s Philo- 
sophical Classics, Prof, Caird is neither an ar- 
dent disciple like Rosenkranz, nor a violent op- 
ponent such as Hayne. The sketch of Hegel's 
life is fullowed by an unbiased and scholarly re- 
view of the great Wiirtemberger’s system. The 
processes by which he absorbed, assimilated, or 
rejected some features from Kant, some from 
Christianity, and others froin Fichte and Schel- 


ling are dispassionately observed and presented. 
It would be Impossible to write the genesis of a 
Philosophy which combines so much of many 
conflicting theories, yet differs distinctively 
from all, witbout briefly reviewing Lnese oppus- 
ing systems. This Prof. Caird bas done in ad- 
mirable manner. The uitimate dualism of Kant, 
the puetical baze of Scheiling, the stern asceti- 
cisin of Fichte, and the semi-Christian semi- 
Grecian attitude of Hegei, together with the 
strength and weakness to be discerned in each 
System, are rapidly and acutely noted. Prof. 
Caird’s propositions and deductions are so un- 
varyingly iogical that his conciusions assume 
the weight of a just authority. His work is for 
this reasoo as well as for that of a pure and un- 
pretentious style a welcume acquisition to the 
literature of philosophical inquiry.

Behind the Scenes at Haverly’s—A 
Night with the Vet- 
erans. 


The Process of Making Up a Regiment, 
a Pclice ‘quad, and a 
| Crowd. 


r ANTED—300 MEN FOR “HER ATONEMENT.” 
Apply st stage door Haverliv’s Theatre at 6:30. 


A desire to see what * Her Atonement” 
was like when viewed from the “300” end, 
as well as some latent longings after theat- 
rical glory, induced a TrrBuNE reporter to 
respond to the above “ad.” and join a crowd 
of about twenty hard citizens assembied at 
the stage door in Supers’ Alley last evening. 
This crowd included the small remnant pow 
left of that army of brave lads—originally 
numbering part of 300—Who on Sunday 
night last marched across the boards to 
glory, beneath the silver stars and crimson 
bars of an unstained banaer. The recruiting 
Sergeant had engaged them first at 15 cents a 
day, but finding that volunteer soldiers were 
as numerous in Chicago as the sands on the 
seashore he decided to stop paying such a 
prodigious salary~—or rather to stop promis- 
ing to pay it—and so informed the gory 
crowd that the engagement was meant to be 
weekly at $1.25a week, matinées included. 
This produced the desired effect—matinées be- 
ing out of the question—and the wounded and 
crippled heroes of the third act flung off their 
bandages and crutches, sent the Sergeant to 
equatorial regions, and quitted the service in 
disgusts Some eight or ten, however, who 
are not much engaged dur the day, being 
laborers vut of a job or members of the cor- 
ner-loafing frateguity, stuck to the war in 
dead earnest, resolved to have that $1.25 or 
die. The Sergeant gets $2 °a head 
for providing the men, which is cer- 
tainly littl enough for himself, and 
as gratuitous volunteers are numerous he 
has no call to divide the spoil. Once a man 
has served in two or three engagements the 
Sergeant cares for him no more. He might 
make an exception, perhaps, in favor of the 
three wilitary-mustached officers, and say 
like Byron to the patriots of Greece— 

Of the three hundred grant but three

The tough crowd, reporter included, were 
admitted about 7 o’clock, and their names 
recorded by the recruiter aforesaid, who 
stood on guard at the door. Stragegling vol- 
unteers continued dropping in until 7 :3u, and 
by that time the roll was full, and no more 
admitted. Must of the late arrivals were 
clerks, printers, and down-town workers of 
arespectable class who just come for one 
night w see the behind-end of the show. 

DETAILED FOR DUTY. 

People who think themselves awful wise say 
that in these big shows there are not half so 
many people engaged as there appear to be, 
consequently they will be surprised to learn 
that it took nearly seveuty people to make up 
the necessary “8v0 men” wanted. it is but 
right to add, however, that some twelve or 
fifteen girls are included in the seventy re- 
ferred to. The heterogeneous army is di- 
vided into several parts. A soldierly beari 
and a big mustache are the necessary condi- 
tions of oftlicership—the mustache being a 
sine qua non—and as only one man was 
walted to wear epaulets in addition to those 
already employed bill wassoon filled. It 
wasn’t the reporter that was taken, though. 
Thirteen of the tallest were then selected as 
policemen—this is where the reporter got 
in his work. A few were provided 
with whips and told to loaf about in the. 
Cortland Street Ferry scene and yell: ** Cab, 
yer honor!” when the boat arrived. Three 
or four others were instructed to be a crowd 
seeing the soldiers off, their duties being to 
wave their hats and lead the cheering. The 
girl “*supes’”’ were alsoto be a crowd, and 
were at liberty to wave their handkerchiefs, 
if they had any. The remainder were the 
rank and file of the army. ‘Lhe uniforms 
and kit were handed out through a hole in 
the wall in a narrow passage beneath the 
stage, and the supe’s surplus garments were 
received in exchange, and a check given for 
them. Ihe policemen received a tunic, a 
cap, a belt with a three-foot baton attachied, 
and a piece of tin as big as a dinner-plate 
to be wurn as a Star. soldiers got 
eachatunic and Delt, cap, cottomoverails, 
and a wooden kna k surmoutited bya 
cloth-covered tin cylinder supposed to repre- 
sent a folded military overcoat. The officers 
gotlovely uniforms with gilt fringe. Each 
man dressed where and how he pleased. The 
girls were kept up-stairs behind the scenes, 
but the men had to remain below. The 
ariny, brass-band, drum-corps, ofticers, crowd, 
hackmen, and others swarmed through the 
narrow intricate passages, clustered in va- 
cant dressing-reoms, or convenient to dress- 
ing-room dvors, squirted tobacco-juice over 
the steam machinery, and occasionally vis- 
ited the Alley-saloon next door in small 

latoons. The few who had been on 

fore were kept. busy responding to 
the questions off their thew comrades 
as to what’ they had to do on. the 
stage, and whether the gallery fellows would 
know them, and what the show was abvuut, 
and what sort of a ’rang-otang an Atonement 
was, anyway. ) 

TUE POLICE SERGEANT’S EXPLANATION 

The Police Sergeant, who was one of the 
dollar-tweuty-tive remnant, explained the 
matter and instructed his men thus: * 

**1 don’t know what the first act is about 
—you know we don’t goon till the third 
scene in the second act. But the villaim ts 
murdered in some way and there’s a kick-up 
to know who done it, and that beardy fel- 
low that was paintin’ his cheeks in one o’ 
the dressin’-rooms is a@ detective. Then our 
scene is Cortland Ferry and the character 
policeman—an Lrishiwan, you Know, with the 
wap of Lreland on his face; and reg’ lar carrot 
hair, and little whiskers—little Donegals— 
risin’ up to his’ cheek-bones—oh, he’s a 
dandy !—well, he comes on, and he has a skit 
with an imp of @ newsboy; and then a daisy 
girl comes on, and he tucks her along so nice 
through the ferry-gate, and an old decrepit — 
woman comes.in and puts her basket down 
on the stage, and the policeman swings his 
baton and gives the basket a kick and scat- 
ters the turnips and things over the stage, 
and shouts, ‘Arran, be off wid yez, is it 
afther makin’ a vegetable shtall o’ me_ wart 
‘e’d be, begorra bedad japers!’ Mind, 
be takes the dumplin’. Well, then the police 
march on and into the ferry, and that’s all ye 
have to do, just left-face once, and then the

And then ye’r made i= i=jury- 
men in the last act. Watch you don’t 


make a bull of it like they did at the Wednes- 
day matinée, whena jackass walked out 
of the ranks and half across the stage before 
1 could stop him.

VISIONS OF ART. 

Quite an admiring crowd gatheved at the 
dressing-room door of the counsel for the 
People, and gazed in wonder as he painted 
red stripes for wrinkles across his brow, and 
prushed out his new white bair on his knee, 
sipoking a cigaret all the time. Others gota 
briet vision of beauty when a dressing-room 
door opened and disclosed Nora, the pretty 
lrish servant who flirts with the valet in the 
first act, poking a camel-hair pencil around 
the corners of her eyes. She was sup-

ove-light. After several false alarms the 
bugle call was sounded and the army, with 
all its eoncowitants, filed up the hateh ways to 
the main deck and was marsialed in battle 
array.

THE CRIME OF HAG BAKIR. 


Execution of an Mereditary Murderer _ 
ia the Egyptian Town of Tauta. 
Cairo, March 20.—{New York Herald.|— 
At Tanta last Friday an hereditary murder- 
er was executed whose crimes recall those 
ferocious acts known to have occurred at 
Milan early in the sixteenth century. At 8 
o’clock in the morning sixty soldiers, with 
drawn sabres, led the criminal through the 
streets of Tanta with a noose slipped over 


his neck. In the public square 
a seaffoid had been erected. 
Underneath the scaffold was placed a 


high wooden. bench. The prisoner was 
made to mount the bench, and the end of the 
rope about his neck was pulled over the 
scaffold. ‘The officer in command clapped 
his hands together, whereupon the wooden 
bench was pushed from underneath the eriti- 
inal’s feet, and the wretched man was dan- 
gliing in the air. 
ately sprang forward, seized the hanging 
inan’s feet, and pulled at them with all their 
strength. ‘This maneuvre at once broke the 
victim’s spinal column and ended his agony. 
The criminal who thus suffered the penalty 
of death was named Hag-Bakit el Gazar; and 
his own history, as well as his family traai- 
tions, furnish .2 _most revolting. of 
hereditary crime. Hag Bakir’s. | 
was beheaded by order of [brahim Pasha 
having murdered histwo wives and all 
female children. Hag’s father and bro 
took an active part in the massacres of Syria 
in 1360, und both were executed by order of 
Gen. Hautpool, the commander of the French 
troops who were at that time sent to Syria to 
quell the disturbances. Hag Bakir himeelf 
escaped to Constantinople, where he married 
an Awerican girl. Becoming discontented 
with married life he sewed his wife up in. a. 
flour-sack and threw her inte the Bosphorus, 
Being charged with this crime, he was found 
guilty and grower f to ee om a 
disappeared from Constantinople six days 
befere the date fixed for his execution. A 
Hag Bakir mext turned up in Egypt, where 
he established himself as a butcher in the 
Village of Tal-el-laddadin, near Tan 
The shop next door to thatof Hag Bak 
was also a butcher’s shop, and was kept by a 
Greek named Costi. On the 13th of last 
July, when the Christians were being mas- 
sacred by the recat 1 ey Costi concealed 
himself in his shop. Hag Bakir came to bim 
and said: “Throw away yous weapons; 
they will only excite the ill-feeling of the’ 
mob and can be of no use to you. Lam you 
friend and will save you.” Cost, 
trusting to the sincerity of Hag Bakir, threw 
aside his two revolvers and his cu and 
followed his supposed friend to a neighbur- 
ing café. Hag Bakir suddenly turned upon 
Costi and dealt him a terrible blow on 
head with his nabout (stoutstick), and kil

’ yaluein seeing and carefully studying the 


fine cattle shown at our fat-stock shows: but 
we nitist bear in mind that the great mass of 
the cattle sold for beef are not produeed by 
the Gilletts or Meningers, nor are they the 
equal inwweight or quality of the fat-stock 
show winners. Perhaps it is fortunate that the 
prices paid for “fair to good steers’ should 
so nearly approach those secured for the very 
finest. It is doubtful if thgyvery large and 
excessively fat cattle are as desirable for the 
consumer as those which have simply been 
well fattened. Whether or not this be true, 
‘the fact remains that thousands on thousands 
of farthers do not, and can not, grow cattle 
on a great scale, nor attempt to produce re- 
markably large, fine, or early-matured ani- 
mals. Is there profit for such? If a me- 


dium class of cattle can be produced at small 


cost, there niay be, possibly, as much profit, 
in proportion to outlay and risk, as comes 
from higher feeding and greater outlay. 
Time is an element of much importance. It 
does not pay, where land is at a fair price, to 
keep steers until they are 4 years old to have 
them weizh 1,000 pounds. Especially is it 
important to reduce the winter expenditure 
for grain. Wisely managed. pasturage is 
cheap feetding. Winter feeding of grain 
needs to be carefully dene to give much 


rofit. 
*For the jarge class of farmers who must 
combine dairying on a small scalé with their 
meat production, who feel that they cannot 
afford to keep a cow a year for no Other pur- 
pose than to rear 4 calf, there are strong ar- 
giiments in favor of having the calves 
dropped in the fall or winter.

Pioneer Sheep Musbandry in America. 
While noting the. decline in numbers of 
sheep in Great Britain, and casting about for 
aremedy for such depletion, a prominent 
English journal resurrects certain interesting 
‘scraps of history with reference to the policy 
of the colonists of America—the attention of 
the writer seeming to have been attracted by 
the fact that the number and quality of sheep 
in this country is so steadily increasing, in 
contradistinction to the serious diminution in 
his Own country. ‘The London Company, in 
1609, introduced sheep at Jamestown, Va., 
which forty years later had increased to 
8,000.. In 1640 there were in Massachusetts 
about an equal number—the first having 
been introduced on an island to escape the 
ravages of wolves, in Boston Harbor in 
1685. The Dutch West India Company in- 
troduced sheep into New WNetheriands 
ew York) in 1625, and others in 
630, with seeming poor success, as in 
1643 ewes were worth $8 to $10 each, 
with only sixteen reported in the colony. 
Legislation was early resorted to for encour- 
the mult tion of sheep and the 
anufacture of woolen goods. High boun- 
ties were 9g Hy for the destruction of wolves 
—as moch &s 30 shillings to an Englishman 
and 2 shillings to an Indian being paid 
under a law passed in 1648.

Carpenter & Robinson will 
run in a thousand head advance guard yery 
shortly, and today Messrs. Pickett and Ver- 
non, of Des mag egy owen have been ranging 
their herds on the Republican and French- 
man’s Creeks in Nebraska, are prospecting 
for range on that side with the intention of 
embarkil in the business on a 
large scale. ‘hey are practical men 
and heave ample capital.

PRESENT CONDITION OF CATTLE. 

M. H. Murphy, firm of M. H. & W. A. Mur- 
phy, whose ranges are located on Piney 
Yreek, about thirty miles south of the north- 
ern boundary of Wyoming, and who ship 
from this point, was in Miles today and was 
interviewed as to the character of the last 
winter and the present condition of cattle on 
the ranges. He said: 

“It was the worst winter on stock we have 
experienced in our country. There was a 
heavier snowfall than for the last two sea- 
sons. Besides, the weather was intensely 
cold, the thermometer registering as low as 


- 


50 degrees below zero. Our cattle and all 


others I have heard from are, of course, coin- 
paratively poor, but they are coming out all 
right. n fact, we are surprised t they. 
have done 80 well.” 

“ What would you say the percentage of 
loss would be ?”’ 

“That would be difficult to tell, but ap- 
proximately I should say from 2 to 5 per 
cent—strike an average and make it 4. e 
sustained some of our heaviest losses on 
cattle driven in from Texas, which arrived 
on the range in August. Arriving late in the 
seacon, they had not recovered ‘from the 
fatigue of the trip and become sufficiently 
acclimated to withstand the rigors of the 
severe winter which shortly set in with 
great severity. Some of thei, in fact,reached 
the range as late as October. And yet the 
loss on these Texas cattle Was really lighter 
than on some trail-cattie from Nevada, Ore- 
gon, and different parts of the West. ‘These 
come in even later than the ‘Texas 
cattle, and generally in poorer 
condition. There was not more 
than 2 per cent foss on range cattie, and that 
was confined to cows and calves. Cows that 
calved late could not nourish themselves 
andesustain their offspring. The mother 
would die and then the ealf could not long 
survive her. Weéfed some little hay, prin- 
cipally to the late coming trail cattle. 

‘* W hat is the altitude of your range ?’’ 

* Fifty-three hundred feet, or nearly as 
high again as those ground here.” 

** Did your herds drift much this season be- 
fore these storms ?”’ 

“They drifted as badly as they everdo ina 
country sheltered as our ranges are by 
bluffs, butes, and cafion.’’ 

*Whatadvices have you as to the losses 
over the divide beyond your range ?’’ 

* From whatl hear would fix the per- 
centage of loss over there at about 8 per cent. 
They have lost more than we have, and we 
have lost plenty this seasun, but are most 
agreeably surprised that we have lost no 
more than we have under the circumstances.’”’ 


The Raising of Stock im the North- 
weet. 

BozeMAN, M. T., April 20.—|Special. |— 

Montanais among the best Territories for 


the raising of good cattle, and the last win- | 


ter has been unusually favorable for their 
growth and prosperity. Old and experienced 
cattlemen say that the last winter has been 
more advantageous for the raising of 
stock than any other winter for years. 
The small percentage of loss in raising cattle 
in this Territory is quite remarkable, and 


proves it to be a better country for that pur- 
pose than even Wyoming and other Terri- 
tories to the south. I estimate the loss at 
from 5 to 8 per cent at least. The principal 
loss is among the young cattle, especially 
the calves, which frequently die frum ex- 
posure, neglect, and accidents. The cost of 
raising cattle from the, time they are 
calves until they are 3-year-dlds, varies from 
$1 to $4 per head, according to the size of 
the herd, large herds invariably costing 
much less in proportion than smaller ones. 
The herders receive from $35 to $40 per 
month and board. In the winter cattlemen 
drive their stock near the deep valleys and 
caiions, Where there is good grass and 
where they will be amply — protected 
in case of sudden storms, though fre- 
quently they are kept out. on 
the open plains without any shelter 
whatever. Most of the cattle in the Terri- 
tory Were originally brought from the Kast, 
and are consequently capable of enduring a 
greater degree of cold than those taken 
from Southern climates. The cattle from 
Texas do not seem to thrive well here. An- 
other difference of great importance-s also 
noticeable. While the meat trom native 
Montana cattle is excellent, peing sweet, 
juicy, and delicious, that of the Texas 
cattle is not relished with much favor. 
lt is the general belief that small 
breeds of cattle, such as the Jerseys, 
Alderneys, ete., would not pay here, at jeast 
could not be inade so prufitabie as the larger 
sizes, fur the great aim with stock-growers is 
to raise cattle for beef. In fact, the raising of 
cows ‘for dairy purposes las been entirely 
wogieeed, so that such a thing as good 
inlich cows in the Territory can hardly be 
said to exist. So far as is known the Durham 
stock thrives the best ot any of the breeds 
that have been introduced, yet it is only 
very recently that the experiment of im- 
proving the stock has received any attention. 

It is now the genera! opinion o 
men that fancy cattie can be grown here to 

ie greatest advantage. 

Phere is ho business more profitable when 
taking into consideration the amount of 
money invested and none in which large 
profits accumulate more rapidly and with 
greater certainty. I know of one 
man who began in 1865 or 1866 with 200 
or 300 head purchased down in KanSas, and 
now he enlists 10,000 for taxation. The ordi-

But the prospects now are that the chances 
for catti4émen to reap rich hafvests in the 
future in the Northwest will be some- 
what Aimited, owing to the rapidity with 
which the country is being settied up 
and / stock ranges becoming  trans- 
pressed upon and being reduced 
in size, Still thereare some ranges to be 
found beyond the boundaries of civilization, 
providing there are those who will adventure 
to the risky limits of the frontiers. In many 
places the herding uf cattle is attended with 
much diffica'ty on account of the scarcity of 
grass and water. Buffalo-grass is very nutri- 
tious, butit grows scattering and is soon 
killed out by too close pasturage, and other 
wild grasses are principally to be relied 
upon. The supply. of good water in 
the Western country is scarce, and 
generally springs and wells must 
be dugin order to obtain any that is at all 
drinkable, for the principal vortion of the 
water on the great plains is impregnated 
with alkali, which cattle will not drink, and 
itis well they do not. To protect the cattle, 
herders build corrals which resemble in 
structure a stockade. Into these corrals the 
cattle are driven of nights and thus the dep- 
redations of Indians and cattle-thieves gen- 
erally thwarted. ;

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Notes and Gossip. 

President Newton, of the Western New 
York Farmers’ Club, nas noticed that bis “ stock 
will graze almost all kinds of grasses in preter- 
ence to red clover.” 


President Howland and Mr. J. M. Hatha- 
way, of the South Bristol (Mass.) Farmers’ Club, 
favor linseed meal, alittle at first and gradual 
increase, for burses; they like it, and it “ keeps 
their coats clean.” 

Let the boys and girls have all the cossets 
they can raise. It will give them valuable les- 
sons inéheep husbandry. Often thé cosset, on 
accotut of the extra care and attention it re- 
ceives, makes the largest sheep in the flock, 
baving also the heaviest fleece. 


lt will rarely pay to try to rearayoung pig 
by hand if its motner dies, or if, as sometimes 
bappens, there are more pigs than teats. The 
pie thus raised will never be any better than a 
runt, and the additional cate given to it, if di- 
vided among the remainder of the litter, will 
pay far better. 

The Southern breeders are fast learning to 
appreciate the advantages of raising improved 
stock, and are discarding the serubs, which have 
been quite toe common in the South for good 
ledger accounts.’ F. Elliott, of Tupelo, Miss., has 
recently been making purchasesfof Berkshires 
from the Eimwvuod herd of Col. Charlies F. Mills, 
of Springtield, Ll. 

Mr. William M. Singerly, Gwynedd, Pa., 
loses horses nearly every wiater—eight of late— 
of what is locally known in Montgomery and 
Bucks Counties,to which it seems to be confined, 
as “choking distemper.” The disease, though 
known for thirty years, continues to baffle 
veterinary skill, and kills in from forty-eight 
to seventy*two hours. 


A Vermont sheep-raiser says that the best 
method of doctoring sheep for foot rot is to wet 
the footof every sheep in the flock, sound or 
lame, thorougbly with kerosene or coal oil, and 
put what sulphur you can take in the thumb 
and finger between the hoofs of each foot. 
Keep them In a dry place for twelve hours. Ke- 
peat this operation in about two weeks, and you 
will have no more trouble. 


The bad effect upon the digestive organs 
of the unoatural, if not cruel, system of clip- 
ping horses is thus noted by the Breeders’ Ga- 
zette: “ A pewly clipped horse wili eat every- 
thing in reach, thus overtaxing his stomach, 
while the removal of a warm outer covering— 
which over the abdomen is rarely artificially re- 
placed—produces a chilled, collicky condition 
that sometimes endsina chronic derangement 
of the entire intestipai canai.”’ 


The shoeing of horses is too often neglect- 
ed in summer time, under the impression that 
then it is less necessary. Perhaps this is true, 
but it usually happens that work is more press- 
ing in summer time, andif a team cannot do 
full work there is a greater value of time lost 
by the driver and those working with the team. 
Whoever pays high wages, as all farmers must 
about these days, should see to it that bis teams 
are well fed and fully fittea todo a good day's 
work. ; 

Some writer sensibly remarks that two 
evils result from shoeing borses which are rare- 
ly guarded against. Theshoes are allowed to 
slay on too long, and thus the hoof becomes 
cramped and the horse liable to become lame. 
Secondly, by frequently and cafelesly pulling 
off stoes the hoof ie liable t® become broken. 
All this can be avoided by care and attention, 
but the better way is to do without shoeing when 
possible. If the borse hasa tough, bard hoof, 
there is no necessity for shoeing for any kind 
of farm work. Economy alyune would decide 
against shoeing when there is nothing to be 
gained by it.

There was recently exhibited at West 
Philadelphia a very simple method, and an im- 
provement upon the Harry system of traihinge 
borses, and the manner in which some of the 
wildest horses were subdued was astonishing. 
The first trial was that of a kicking or * balk- 
ing” mare, which her owner said had allowed no 
rider of her back for a period of at least five 
years. She became tame in about as many min- 
utes and allowed herself to be 
ridden about without a sign of her 
former wildness. The means by which 
the result was accomplished was a piece of light 
rope, which was pussed around the front jaw of 
the mare just abeve the upper teeth, crossed in 
her moutb, thence secured back of her neck.

HUSBANDRY. 


The Outiook tor Farmers. 

After a severe winter and an unusually cold 
March in most sections Of the country, April 
opens favorably for the farming Interest. 
Though the average temperature of last 
month was sowe ten degrees colder than 
that of the corresponding period of last 
year, comparatively little damage has 
peen suffered by farmers, albeit those pos- 
sessing sizeable flocks and herds have been 
subjected to some extra expense for forage 
and attendance, On the other hand, the con- 
tinued cold weather and recent falls of snow 
have proved beneficial, notably to the wheat 
and fruit crops, over large portions of our 
widely-extended country, & country of 
such broad domain and variety 
of climate that while last week 
the snow was two feet deep in some parts of 
the Northwest (as Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
for example), Indian corn was a foot high in 
Georgia and Florida! While the snow has 
been a benefit, to the wheat, the almost. con- 
tinuous cold weather of the last month has 
preve tited fruit buds from swelling, thus in- 
dicating, if nut assuring, an abundant yield 
of fruit, and espécially of peaches. There- 
fore, while the month that usually inaugu- 
rates the balmy vernal season has been se- 
vere upon the human family and domestic 
animals, it has been quite favorable in some 
respects, as the wheat crop where much 
snow has fallen and fruit trees in sections 
where the cold weather prevailed are report- 
ed to be in much better condition than they 
were a year ago—a compensation for which 
myriads of cultivators should be grateful. 

The outlook for farmers is certainly not 
discouraging, as the indications and reports 
frum various localities, near and distant, are 

eneraily favorable. A.recent dispatch from 
Washinaton announces that Mr. J. R. Dodge, 
the veteran and expert Statistician of the Ag- 
ricultural Department, is busy compiling re- 
ports trom various parts of the country. It 
says that the returns su far verify che esti- 
mates sent out by the department relative to 
last season’s products, those of the cotton 
yield being the same, but thatit is [was] yet 
too early to forecast the possible resuit of 
the winter upon the coming crops. The sta 
tisticflan says there have been many exag- 
gerated statements and newspaper para- 
graphs upon the subject, but from the pres- 
ent outlook there is no reason to think the 
losses from bad weather will prove to be 
greater than in the corresponding period of 
tormer years, Mr. Dodge thought (March 
38) that by the middle of April definit in- 
forniation on the subject might. be given, the 
critical pefiod hot having passed at the time 
of his statement; and yet we think his 


opinion, a3 €xpressed in the preceding sei-° 


tence, will be confirmed as the season ad- 
vances, adverse and exaggerated reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Forexample, 
a telegram dated Chicago, March 13, avers 
that ‘special dispatches from the principal 
points of the entire winter-wheat growing 
section are not encouraging for an abundant 
harvest,’’ adding that “large areas where 
the snow was light have been winter-killed.”’ 
After speaking unfavorably of the wheat 
prospect in Ohio and Wisconsin, the report 
says that “thé returns from lowa, Kansas, 
and Missouri are more favorabie, especially 
from Misseuri,’”’ while “‘reports from the 
Pacific Coast are very encouraging.” 

On the whole, colsidering the severity of 
the weather during winter and early spring— 
the primary cause of exaggerated reports in 
eertain newspapers, and a great deal of 
grumbling by those farmers who are clironiec 
croakers and always look on the dark, groan- 
ing side—we regard the outlook as favorable 
to the great producing ciass of the couvptry. 
And we believe that rural readers of the 
Tribune and Farmer who rely upon the 

romised seed-time and harvest, and faith- 
Puily do their duty as cultivators and mana- 
gers, will be rewarded for their labor at the 
close of # season which way yét prove most’ 
auspicious and prosperous for all wise and 
industrious husbandmen. 


Propagation by Seed. 

In the Western Furmer and Gardener 
(1846) Henry Ward. Beecher, speaking of 
the fact that only the staminate or male 
plants'of the Lombardy poplar had been in- 
troduced into this country, says: “ Will 
any one tell us how the having but one sex 
runs the tree out. Of course no seed can be 
perfected in diwcious piants if but one sex 
is present; buthow the longevity of the treé 
shonid be affected we are at a loss to know. 
It is a very beautiful tree, and, were it 
healthy, could not be spared from our stock 
of ofnamental trees; but itis now a misera- 
ble wreck. This springs a very important 
question in vegetable physiology. We all 
know that when a fruit-tree reaches the age 
of 40 or 50 years it loses its vigor of growth 
and generally fails to bear _— satis- 
factorily, either in quantity or 
quality, and wa acceunt for § its 
failure on the ground that the wood is too 
old. Now, when we propagate by cuttings, 
asin the case of the Lombardy poplar, we 
continue the same wood, though we give it 
new roots. Yet age stampsits debility on 
the tree. There is no true reproduction but 
by seed. Grafting and budding only extend 
the Jjife of the individual from which the 
graft or bud was taken. People complain of 
the unhealthy condition of apple and pear 
orchards, and those who wear gray hairs are 
fond of contrasting the vigorous trees and 
fine fruitof forty years ago with the orchards 
of the present and their dwarfed and knotty 
products; and they attribute the change to 
almost every conceivable cause but the right 
one. The truth is, our orchards how aré 
in nearly the same condition that the Lo.i- 
bardy poplar is, and from the same cause. 
Our Vandeveers, Belletlowers, Khode Is- 
land Greenings, and others, have been 
propagated by budding or grafting— 
continuing the same wood for moar a cent- 
ury, and they showing the inevitable conse- 
quences of old age. We can renew their 
youth only by going back to the seed. Com- 
pare with these, both in tree and fruit, the 
new varieties lately from the seed, such as 
the Ben Davis, the Clayton, etc., and mark 
the difference. This same principle is seen 
in potato-culture. We propagate from buds 
and cuttings, and every twenty or thirty 
years at most we are compelled to go back to 
the seed, and thus renew the vigorof the 
plant. Qur new varieties are very fine, and 
‘et they are no beiter than were the Irish 

lues and the Scotch Reds fifty years ago. 
The seed is nature’s method of reproduction, 
and when we compel her to depart from it 
she makes tts pay the penalty sooner or later. 
We commend this subject to the careful in- 
horticulturists and fruit- 
growers generally.”’ 


For the Farmer. 

Prof..J. T. Edwards, Randolph, N. Y., is 
well pleased with his ensilage experience—200 
tous maize from eleven acres, and fed to cattle 
at the rate of twenty-five pounds twice a day 
per head, with one ration of hay. He advises 
the use of meal in connection with the pre- 
served fodder. 

Cooked vegetables of all kinds, but more 
especially poiled potatoes, turnips, and carrots, 
are found to be economical fvod for fowis, and 
conduce to their health. These should be 
mnashed with or ep scalded corn or oat 
meal, and occasionaliy with shorts or wheat 
tmnidalings for laying hens. 

The six leading agricultural productions of 
the United States, according to the census re- 
port of 1880, were in the following order: Corn, 
wheat, bay, cotton, oats, and potatoes. The 
value of the first was $600,000,000, of wheat $5vu,- 
000, 000, pay $3550,000,000, cotton $242,000,y00, oats 
$130,000,000, and potatoes $73,000,00U.

A correspondent suggests that if corn, be-

lows its won Fen in the ground. Though not 
new, a repetition of the suggestion is timely. 

In planning a system of farm-drainage it 
is not genérally best to commence in the wet- 
test places, because these require the most la- 
bor and yield the smaliest proportionate return. 
The work of thoroughly renovating one acre of 
marsh will ofteu require enougt labor and tile 
to make perfectly dry a five or ten acre field of 
upland that is just a little too wet for profitable 
cultivation. omake any work go farthest it 
should be put waere least needed, which 


to be reclaimed. 

A correspondent of the American Culti- 
vetor sprouts his seed-cérn thoroughly before 
DSlanting, letting the sprouts get an inch long 
before putting in the ground; then he plants 
carefully, and his corn is up and growing in 
three duys. He drops his Lima beans into 
meited lard, warm, and finds this precatition 
prevents rot. , 7 

Mr. P. T. Quinn, the noted market gar- 
dener near Newark, N. J., who has tried fifteen 
different mixtures or Gecoctions for the cab- 
bage-worm, prefers twenty parts of gypsum, 
three or four of Quicklimé, and 6né of carbolic 
acid, sprinkled thiniv uver the leaves when wet 
with dew or rain, repeating the application as 
often as necessary, which may be a number of 


times. 

When grafting is done early in the season, 
especially on large trees, thé probability is, as 
the Massachusctts Ploughman thiiks, that the 
greater number of scions are misplaced by birds 
in their flight go and fro; some protection 
should therefore be afforded. There is, of 
vourse, lees danger from this usually unrecog- 
nized source When the work i8 deferred so that 
ony a brief time intervenes before growth be- 
gins. 
Many farmers who secure for themselves 
ali the Jabor-saving improvements are glow in 
arranging similar helps for their wives. A 
reaper or mower 18 used at the most only a few 
days in the year. A creather to make butter- 
making easier will be in use nearly or quite 
every day in the year, and the btitter product 


‘will bring enough to pay heavy interest on the 


first cost, besides the saving in labor, 


The Indiana Farmer says one of its sub- 
scribers kept a record of the time employed in 
cultivating fourteen acres of corn last season in 
the old-fashioned way, and finds be gave about 
two days to the acre. The yiéld was 800 bushels, 
over fifty-seven, bushéis tu the acre. He eati- 
mated the vai of his crop at $320, and the 
labor expended yn it at $120, and deducting ex- 
penses be claims a profit ot $i4 per acre. 

Mr. A. T. Lilly, Notthampton, Mass., de- 
nounces the raising of tobacco as the curse of 
that section, and urges farmers to devote their 
energies to the grass crop. He i¢ credited by 
the Springfield Union with having produced 
one year “seventy tons on his tweive-acre lot 
at Florence, two acrés of the went art yleld- 
ing sixteeh ton§.” He maintains bie meadows 
by top-dressing, and brings up the poor blaces 
by extra care in this direction. 

However fertile a soil may be, not more, 
perhaps, than 1 per cent of its substance is at 
any momentina fit condition for nourishing 
the crops. The great buik of this fertility is 
unavailable to the plant at any other time, and 
is only slowly liberated by the action of air, of 
moisture, of heat, and of manure. It is upon 
the rate at which this liberation of piant-food 
takes place that the natural fertility of the soil 
may be said, iu &@ great measure, to depend. 

From the Agricultural Department at 
Washington we find that the average price of 
corn in the entire United States for eleven 
years, from 1871 to 1881 inclusive, appears to be 
nbout 48 cents pér bushel.. The highest annual 
average was 64 cents in 1874, while the lowest 
was 81 conts in 1878. The aggregate vaiue has 
increased in ten years from $435,000,000 to $75y,- 
000,000, though the last crop was the smaliest for 
thé last seven years. 

For an ornamental hedge the Japan quitice 
(Cydonia Japonica) has been highiy recom mend- 
ed in some quarters. Itis harcy and does not 
throw up any suckers and spread. The common 
sort, with scariet bloom, thotigh beautiful, ts 
the beat for this purpose. It seidom bears fruit, 
but other varieties fruit considerably, and the 
seediings from them grow and bear transpiant- 
ing well; and their varied bloom renders them 
a, highly ornamental and conspicuous hedge 
plant. 

From statistics furnished the State Board 
of Agriculture it is shown that tobacco is raised 
asatarm crop in sixty*four counties of Penn- 
syivania, leaving only three counties in which it 
is not cultivated. The leading counties in the 
production of this crop are Lancaster, York, 
Backs, Clinton, Lebanon, Dauphin, Northum- 
berland, and Chester. The yieid of the last year 
is estimated at 28,750,000 pousds, valued at 
$3,470,000. In the total production Pennsyivania 
ranks third in the list of States. 

Water may stand on wheat in cold weather 
several days with little or uo injury, provided 
thére are drains underneath to carry it of even 
siowly. Water with acurrent is not injurious 
to wheat; but, if stagnant, it is, of eourse, rank 
poison. If the water is frozen solid to the wheat 
roots the plant is Killed outright, fio matter how 
Bhorta time it may reéemaio. In a tield with 
under-drains water will seldom remain on the 
surface long enourh to freeze down to the roots 
of the plants. 

Mr. Gerry Valentine, Hammonton, N. J., 
forwarded the following figures regarding his 
poultry experience for the year ending Nov. 1 
to the American Institute Farmerd@’ Club: “I 
have twenty-nine hens which have laid 5,364

Mr. T. Christy, F. L. S., of London, says 
that for the poultry-house the best pian is to 
get it quite level and then slant it to the front, 
just causing a slight fall in case of wishing to 
wash itoutatany time. Then put on a coating 
of cement and sand; when quite dry fillin two 
inches of dry earth that bas been sifted. As the 
droopings fall on this they are easily raked off 
and the armnmonia is absorbed. It is agreat point 
to have dry runs for all poultry, and the birds 
80 appreciate the = dust for ridding them- 
selves of vermin. If young chicks are kept 
upon dry earth they will stand cold in the moat 
singular manner, but they sooh succumb if they 
get into the damw.

parted, leaving Mr. and Mrs. King to select 
such goods as they proposed to order, as he 
told Mr. Gage that they would do the b 

for their business .in tne future. Mr. atid 
Mrs. King inspected the various departinents 
of the store, paying specjal attention to the 
tables upon which the silks and ribbons were 
dispiayed. They spent the greater part of 
the day about the establishment and were 
given the freedom of the house, as they were 
riot accompanied by a salesinan in making 
their tour of inspection, but were allowed to 
go wherever they wished. Upon their de- 
parture in the afternoon sévéral stoek-keep- 
ers reported a nuinber of articles as missing 
from their various departments, and no ac- 
count could be given of them. The ribbon 
table was minus about two dozen bolts of the 
finest silk and satin ribbon, and the silk stock 
was outthree or four belts of the finest goods 
in that department. 

ON THE WATCH. 


On the following morning Mr. and Mrs. 
King returned and said that they would

Promptly at nooh Foncher eiteted 
the store and was niet ihn a pleasant manner 
by Mr. Gage. Upon inquiry whether Mr.

THE GOODS DISCOVERED. 


Mr. Pinkerton then discovered that ‘* Mr.

same house. ‘Their room Was unlecked, and 
a large packing trunk foundin it. This was 
opened, and found to be well filled with a 
iniscellaneous assortinent of the finest silk, 
ribbons, laces, and feathers that could be 
gotten together. The value of the gouods in 
the trunk is estimated at $15,000. Over 1,000 
yards of silk was discovered in the collec- 
tion, most of which was stolen from A. 8S. 
Gage & Co. In Fucher’s pocket two letters 
were found, signed by the notorious shop- 
lifter and burgiar, **Eddie’’ Miller. One of 
these letters was to a West Side saioon- 
keeper requesting him to give the bearer any 
mail fe might have for him. ‘lhe other let- 
ter was to a lady living on South Ann street, 


and referred to some articles he had left in 


his room when leaving the city> This gave 
Pinkerton another clew. Miller rented a 
room on South Anh street some tine ago, 
and lived there with a woman purporting to 
be his wife, but who in reality was “Maz”’ 
Williams, a notorious shoplifter of New 
York. These two worthies did some very 
good “ work”’ before leaving the city, and it 
is among the probabilities of future events 
that they will be brought back here before 
many days, as Pinkerton’s then are supposed 
to have several cases against them. 

On Konig’s person was found an xpress 
receipt for a package sent from here to St. 
Louis. Pinkerton telegraphed to St. Louis 
and learned that the package had been for- 
warded to New York. The matter was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Robert. A. Pink- 
erton, of that city, and after some search he 
found the package, or box, in Konig’s house 
on Eighty-seeond street. It was found to 
contain a choice assortment of the finest 
sewine-silk, the very of A. 8S. Gage & 
Co. It will be sent back here immediately. 
Mr. Pinkerton says that he has recovered 
pretty much all of the stolen property, and is 
in hopes of eventually recovering all of it. 
Konig and his wife were brought before 
Justice Prindiville yesterday morning, but 
waived examination. ln default of $4,000 
bail each, they. were sent to the Country Jail 
to await the action of the grand jury:

The Mystery of Her Disappear- 
ance at Last Cleared

Her Body Comes to the Surface 
of the River at Mil- 
waukee. 


tts Complete Identification Despite the Action of

The News Conveyed to the Parents Whose 
Terrible Suspense Is Ended—History 
of the Case.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 20.—[Special.]— 
The long and terrible mystery surrounding 
the disappearance of little Maggie Hennecke 
was solved today by the finding of the boay 
of the poor girlin the river. At 7:30 o'clock 
this morning Capt. W. R. Williams, of the 
tug H. F. Bues, discovered the body of a 
child floating in the Kinnickinnic. On being 
towed ashore the body proved to be that of 
the long-missing Maggie. When the body 
was first seen it was below the surface, and 
was rising because of the motion of the water 
caused by the tug’s wheel. A telephone 
message was sent to the Central Police Sta- 
tion at once announcing the finding of the 
body. The patrol-wagon was sent to the 
scene immediately, and the bé@ly was lifted 
tenderly, placed on the stretcher, and taken 
to the morgue. 

IDENTIFYING THE REMAINS. 

The remains had lain dn the water so long 
that the clothing was enfirely decayed, the 
hair haa been removed by the action of the 
water, the eyeballs were missing, and, in 
many places, the flesh had dropped from the 
bones. Parts of the remains, especially 
the hands, had no flesh left, and pre- 
sented a skeleton-like appearance. Marks of 


' jdentification were not lacking, however. 


The neck chain and locket so often described 
in connection with accounts of the little 
one’s disappearance were easily recognized, 
as were aiso the ring marked ** M. H.” and 
other trinkets which swindilers had endeav- 
ored to imitate from published descriptions, 
in the hope of deluding tne father into the 
belief that they had information concerning 
the lost one’s whereabouts, and secure money 
from him with which to carry on a pretend- 
ed search. 
INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

The news of the finding of the body spread 
through the city witha rapidity proportion- 
ate with the great interest always feitin the 
mysterious disappearance of the child. Be- 
tore the patrol wazon had reached the spot 
where the body had been taken to the shore, 
a large crowd of people had gathered. The 
crowd augmented in size as the news of the 
discovery spread, moved like a procession 
along the streets through which the patrol 
wagon madeits slow way toward the morgue. 
Later in the day the Coroner summoned a 
jury and held an inquest on the remains. 

THE FAMILY INFORMED. 

News of the discovery of the body was 
earried to the Hennecke residence at an 
early hour this morning. Mr. Hennecke 


was out of town, butadispatch addressed 


to him secured his return before noon. The 
children of the family were at school when 
the news reached their home that the body 
of their long-lost sister had been found.§ Mrs. 
Hennecke, who was found surrounded by 
sm get po | friends, said to areporter: “I 
have suffe great anguish since I learned 
of Maggie’s recovery, yet it is nothing to 
what we have all suffered since she disap- 

ared so mysteriously. It would have 

n six months next Tuesday since Maggie 
left home for her school, apparently happy 
and joyous. At first I believed her to be 
still alive, but for the last three or 
four months 3b became convinced that 
slie had been drowned in the 
river near where her hat was found, 
and that some day her bady would be found. 
Mr. Hennecke for many weeks clung to the 
belief that she was alive, but at last gave up 
all hope, and feared that nothing more would 
tis a bless- 

her dear remains are at last re- 
turned to us and the long suspense ended. 
liow she came into the river will probably 
never be known. Of one thing [ am con- 
vineed: Maggie never left her school and 
wahvered to the river knowing what she was 
doing. She must have suddenly become in- 
sane, or as some call it, suffered a temporary 
aberration of mind. She liked her school too 
wellto go off in that manner knowingly. 
Perhaps, as some people have previously 
suggested, she received a sudden shock to 
her whole system while jumping from the 
catriuge that day, which instantly affected 
her brain. Nothing could ever induce Mag- 
hss tostay out of scnool—even when ill she 

isted upon going.”’ 
. THE FATHER. 

Mr. Hennecke arrived in the city from Wa- 
tertown, and was met at the depot by his 
carriage and driven immediately to the Cen- 
trai Police Station, ‘There he was seen bya 
reporter, to whoin he said: 

“The telegram giving the news of the 
finding of the body preceded me to Water- 
town. The moment I got off the train a 
friend handed me the message. The return 
train was due at the village in a few mo- 
ments,and I returned at once to Milwaukee.”’ 

Mr. Hennecké says he will gladly pay the 
reward of $200 to whomsoever discovered 
the little corpse, but will leave the matter in 
the hands of the authorities, who will see that 
the proper perso... receives the money. Mr. 
Hennecke offered a reward of $2,000 for her 
Teturn alive, and $200 fur her body. He had 
no inclination to see the-disfigured remains, 
a friends advised him not to look at

The body was found at the spot where 
the hat was picked up and where the 
most dragging and searching with divers 
Was done.

MURDER MOST FOUL. 


Fr. W, Eames, a Prominent Citizen of 
Watertown, N, ¥., Killed in His Own 
Factory. 

Watertown, N. Y., April 20.—[Special.] 
—Frederick W. Eames, inventor -of the 
Eames vacutim brake, and President of the 
company engaged in its manufacture, well 
Known among railroad and mechanical inter- 
ests in this and other States, was shot dead 
early this afternoon in the company’s fact- 
ory, in this city, by Charlies Higham, chief 
draughtsman at the factory. The tragedy 
seems to be a result of the termination of the 
litigation in which the company has been in- 
volved, althouc¥4n what way Higham’s in- 
terests are affeMled, or how he supposed 
them affected, is not clear. This adds 
an element of mystery to the excite- 
went the startling event has produced 
throughout the city. The company started 
its business here six years ago, which went 
On prosperously till last June, when Eames 
wasin Europe, The Directors then leased 
and transferred to Thomas Prosser & Sons, 
of New York City, the factory and ail 
appliances and property belonging. thereto, 
also the exclusive right to manufacture the 
brake under the Eames patent, covering the 
whole United States. Part of the agreement 
was that Prosser & Sons should operate the 
ry po in this city, which they proceeded to 
do. Eames returned from Europe last 
September, where he had arranged for intro- 
cucing his brake on certain railroads. 
tle disapproved of the arrangement made 
with the Prossers, and began action at law 
against the company and the Prossers to 
have the lease abrogated. ‘The case was 
tried before Edward 8.

This mornmge William J. D. Kernan, 
brother of ex-United States Senator Kernan, 
came tv Watertown, and as counsel for 
Kames entered judgment against the de- 
fendants.

He 
anda deputy proceeded to the factory with 
Fpies and the Rev. H. C. Townley, a large 
stockholder. Arriving there Eames found 
Charies D. Bingham, agent for the Prossers, 
in the office. Eames ordered him out some- 
what roughly. ‘The Sheriff remarked that 
there was an orderly way of doing this busi- 
ness, and served notice on Bingham. Eames 
prociaimed to the workmen, about eighty be- 
ing in hearing, that they were ali! discharged. 
The Deputy Sheriif notified the entire force 
in all the buildings to thesame effect. Eames 
stopped the engines himself. Higham 
came along and asked him what 
he was doing. Unpleasant words 
pours between them, not particularly noted 
»y the others, who were in another room. 
Higham weut directly to his roow, which is 
in an extension to the main building, recently 
erected By the Prossers on land not belong- 
ing to the company, connecting with the main 
en by a giass door through a stone 
wail. ligham jiocked himself in. Eames 
soon followed him, broke a pane of glass in 
the door, reached his hand in, unlocked the 
dvor, and entered. ‘Iwo pistol-shots were 
soon heard, with scarcely any interval 
between. ‘The Sheriff and his _ party, 
with Binghain, rushed to the scene, 
where Eames was found lying 
dead on his back, with bullet wounds in his 
right breast and head. The Kev. Mr. Town- 
ley, who was first in the room, says Higham 
was bending over his victim, apparently to 
shoot again, but he struck Higham’s arm up 
with his cane, and drove him off. Higham 
placed himself in the Sneriff’s hands as soon 
as that officer reached the door, and was: 
taken to jail. " 

Tux TRIBUNE correspondent visited him 
this afternoon. He said his counsel had for- 
bidden his speaking of the affair to any one, 
yet he soon intimated that his plea would be 
self-defense. 

Ile weighs 200 pounds, and is well-built 
and muscular, considerably superior to 
Eames physically. He isa superior draughts- 
man and mechanic, was employed by the 
Prossers, and has always carried himself 
well. He has a wife and one child here. 
Fames was42, and Jeaves a widow and chil- 
dren. He was asplendid mechanic and an 
ingenious, practical inventor. He established 
his patents and business here over enormous 
and long-continued obstacles. He was 
socially much liked, but had business ene- 
mies, whom he always treated as such. 
Eames was an excitable man, but not a dan- 
gerous one. Few will believe that the life of 
his slayer was in any sort of danger, but 
havine a revolver by him he usedit. Eames 
and his father, Lovatt Eames, recentiy de- 
ceased, formerly lived at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., where he had some business interests, 
and where until recently he owned property 
on Clinton street. His mother lives at Kal- 
amazoo, and has been telegraphed for. An 
inquest is in progress at the court-house 
tonight. The building and grounds are 
crowded. No verdict is expected tonight.

The sides of the boat had the paint scratched 
off by the ice, but otherwise no damage was 
sustained. The weather throughout the en- 
tire trip was’ pleasant. The current of the 
river was strong, and the average time made 
was between nine and ten miles an hour,

A Novel Question as to an Employe’s

A novel and interesting suit was begun 
yesterday in the Superior Court by Michael 
L. Sullivan against the dry-goods firm of 
Maade!l Bros. to recover $5,000 damages. Some 
time ago Sullivan was a salesman in Mandel 
Brothers’, and wishing to better himself ob- 
tained a situation in Schlesinger & Mayer’s 
at ap advanced salary. When Mandel 
Brothers heard of this they immediately dis- 
charged him, saying his promotion would 
not do him any. good. After he was dis- 
ateee they wrote a letter to Schiesinger & 

layer, calling their attention to an arrange- 
ment which the two firms had not to employ 
help from one another. Sullivan applied to 
Schiesinger & Mayer to be put to work, but 
they told him they would not employ him on 
account of the above-mentioned agreement 
with Mandel - Brothers, which they would 
not dare to violate. Sullivan then began the 
present suit to recover damages of his former 
employers for meddling with his affairs and 
causing him to lose his position. His attor- 
neys claim that though the question has 
never been decided, yet on. grounds of pub- 
lic policy employers should not be allowed 
to combine against their employés, as they 
would thus be enabled to dictate their own 
ae and grind their help down into the 

ust. 


The Triat of Jere Dunn, 

Yesterday morning was set for the trial of 
Jere Dunn for the murder of Elliott, but it 
was generally supposed that the case would 
go over until next week. There had been 
rumors for some time that a change of venue 
would be asked for, but this was denied by 
friends of Dunn, who claimed that the ac- 
cused was willing to be tried by any Judge 
on the bench in this city. Ati1l o’clock yes- 
terday morning, while Judge Jameson was 
engaged in trying the Menard case, Messrs. 
Storrs and Munn appeared in court, together 
with State’s-Attorney Mills. Duun was sent 
for and brought into court. Col. 
Munn addressed the court, and stated 
that he desired a change of venue 
fur his client. He then read a petition, 
drawn up in the regular form, setting forth 
that the petitioners had within the last ten 
days received knowledge of prejudice on the 
part of Judges Anthony and Jameson, and 
that this was the ground upon which a 
change of venue was asked. Accompany- 


ing the petition were the affidavits of E. b.° 


Kellogg and F. E. Davis, who swore that to 
their ‘knowledge the Judges named in the 
petition were prejudiced against Dunn, and 
that the latter could not, therefore, receive a 
fair trial before either of them. Judge 
Jameson granted the petition at once on 
being informed by the State’s-Attorney that 
the petition was in due form. Mr. Mills and 
Dunn’s counsel had an interview with Judge 
Smith, whom both parties had agreed on to 
try the case. Judge Smith said he would be 
ready for the trial Monday, May 7, and that 
day the case will be called. 


A Newepaper Man in Trouble. 

Florence McUarthy, ex-minister, ex-law- 
yer, and lecturer, at present the court re- 
porter of a daily newspaper, is wandering 
around waiting for an attachment to over- 
take him for an item he published in yester- 
day afternoon’s paper relative to the case of 
Baller against the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway Company. ‘This is a suit to recover 
damages for the burning of the barn of 
Jacob Baller, near Desplaines, by sparks 
from a locomotive of the defendants. McWar- 
thy published an extract from a letter writ- 
teu by Gus Herrington, the attorney for the 
railroad, to a_ witness for the plaint- 
iff, in which the lawyer expressed 
an ardent desire to meet the witness private- 
ly, and offered to pay him for histime. The 
letter was to be offered in evidence during 
the trial, but Herrington, who is not noted 
for his suavity of manver, jumped to the con- 
clusion that the newspaper-man was trying 
to influence the jury, and asked for an at- 
tachinent returnable Monday morning to 
show cause why he should not be attaghed 
for contempt. Before that time, however, 
Herrington will prubably cool otf, and it is 
not likely the matter will be pushed, 


A Heavy Verdict Against a City Ralil- 
road Company. 

A jury before Judge Anthony yesterday 
awarded Dr. George O. Howard $12,000 dam- 
ages against the Chicago West Division Rail- 
way Company for the loss of a toot.

The result of an inquiry into the causes of 
this great European exodus which is adding 
750,000 people annually to the populauon of 
the United States may be summed up in four 
words: privation there; prosperity here.

Abroad 
there may be the despotism of Governments, 
the timitation or deprivation of civil rights, 
the power of capital and giant monopolies, 
oppressive taxations, overcrowded popula- 
tions, the high premium on tax-loaded 
and impoverished. land, the normal 
condition of: the lower ciasses, the 
tyranny of aristocracy, military-conscription 
laws, and so on—one factor uniting with or 
bringing.about another; here it may be po- 
litical freedom, confidence, and equality of

ATHLONE. 

The quaint, ed hg little town of Athlone, 
County Westmeath, lreland, which centuries 
ago made an indelible mark on the records 
of history, is perhaps the best possible place 


a person could select for fairly observing and | 


esthnating the class of people who form the 
main body of Irish immigrants, ‘From the 
West of Ireland a large proportion of the to- 
tal Irish immigration comes, and as Athione 


is the main junctionewith the East and South | 
the great mass of Western immigrants pass | 


through there on thelr way to Queenstown. 
An Allan Line steamship occasionally calls 
at Galway for the conveyance of immigrants 
direct, but only a trifling percentage crosses 
by that ronte. The immigration from the 
Counties of Galway, Roscommon, Mayo, and 
Sligo is borne along the different lines of thé 
Midland Great Western Railway, ana focused 
at Athlone, where it is transferred to the 
Great Southern & Western for transporta- 
honte Queenstown. To Athione is but a 
few Tours’ journey at most, but the plaTi, n- 
variably pursued is for the emigrants 
to arrive there in the evening and 
stop in the town for the night, 
This is rendered necessary from the fact that 
the Southern train leaves in the morning be- 
fore any Westerntrains arrive, the journey 
from Athlone to Cork or Queenstown occu- 
pying twelve hours by third-class train—the 
only train ever patronized by emigrants— 
though the limited express for first and sec- 
ond class passengers only goes over the same 
ground in about six and one-half hours. 
*Convoy parties,” or “couvoys’’—the name 
given to the emigrant’s friends and relations 
who form a sort of a farewell party to ac- 
company him part of his journey—usually 
come as far as Athione, and it is there the 
parting wrench inflicts the keenest pain. 
“a BIT O’ DIVARSIION,” | 

It often happens—so often, indeed, as to 
be almost the rule—that this last night thre 
friends spend together is signalized by “a 
bit o’ divarsion,”’ or what outsiders would 
call boisterous revelry. The fun and devil-

ata party of this kind, perhaps specially 
manufactured for the occasion in some iso- 
lated mud-cabin or hole in the ground that 
has eluded the vigilance of the constabu- 
lary. Manya time, and not very long ago 
either, has the writer drank a glass of po- 
teen-punch at a gathering of this kind ** that 
never saw the blighting eye of a gager.”’ 
Though the drinking is a serious part of the 
farewell ceremonies it does not by any neans 
form the whole entertainment. A fiddler 
must be chartered for the night, and Pat or 
Bridget or Mike or Ellen dances his or her 
“last jig on the Ould Sod ” a hundred times 
before morning. ‘There is an occasional 
singing spell also; the *“ gorsoons ” rattle off 
with “McCarthy’s Mare,” or * VDoran’s 
“Casey’s Boordin’ ILlouse,” 
and the ladies oblige with ‘“Slan- 
tha Gai,” or “Says Barney to Bidily.’’ 
If the gentlemen get very drunk, there may 
bea falut attempt at speech-making, but this 
rarely happens. A shindy may occur, but it 
will not last long—the squabbles on such oc- 
casions always have a Pickwickian termina- 
tion, and are engaged in as much to amuse 
the beholders as for any other object. 

THE MORNING TRAIN. 

Then the party have a couple of hours’ 
sleep, a hasty breakfast is swallowed, the 
baggage is mounted on barrows, and all 
hurry to thestation, and arrive there usually 
about an hour and a halftooearly. Thesta- 
tion is on the Leinster side of the Shannon 
and about half a mile from the town-bridge: 
the lodgings of the poor class are on the Con- 
naught side and usually a mile from the sta- 
tion. From6o’clock until 8, almost all the 
year round, but particularly in the spring- 
time, stray knots and parties of emigrants 
and their **convoys”’ may be seen wending 
their way across Athlone bridge (oalling. it 
may be, in “John Galy’s pub.” or “The Four 
Alls” for “a hair o’ the dog that bit them ’’), 
and going by some one of the two possibie 
roads towards the Southern Railway station. 
Many pathetic scenes are enacted on thé little 
platform; loud lamentations often, sorrow 
always. The adamantine porters pack the 
emigrants in the little carriages and lock the 
doors long before the train ts ready to start 
—a precaution necessary to prevent the train 
being delayed orany of them being left be- 
hind. But the boys don’t mind that: imme- 
diately the porter’s back is turned they lower 
the windows and clamber out on the plat- 
form to give sister, or sweetheart, or ould 
mother another hearty farewell hug. At last 
all are on board, doors locked, guard whis- 
ties and jumps into his sentry-box at the rear 
of the train, a wild cheer with something of 
a sob rings out, cotton handkerchiefs of all 
colors are waved, ould mother faints for the 
first time in Ner life, and the train vanishes 
from sight. About 9 o’clock in the evening 
Queenstown is reached, and there the emi- 
grants stay until the little steamboats carry 
them off a day or two later and deposit them 
e . passing giantliner bound for New

THE OUTFIT. 


Asa rule they are fairly well prepared. 
Each has a “trunk’’—a crazy old box, proba- 
bly, that has been in the family for a life- 
time, and is now bran new and gorgeous 
with a coat of red paint—cofttaining mostly 
an extra suit of clothes with the other etcet- 
eras of an outfit. Chaff beds are a common 
part of the baggage, especially with families. 
As a body they are respectable looking. 
There is{nothing of that workhouse aspect 
which marked the emigrants ot former 
years, and which still marks to a certain 
extent the “‘assisted,’”’ *“‘special,” or “State 
directed ’’’ emigration from the same district. 
The mass of West-of-Ireland emigrants pay 
their fares or are paid for by friends in Amer- 
ica; they have some ready cash, be it. more 
or less; they are seen at Athlone at their 
best, brushed up and in their gayest apparel, 
full of hope and animation now that they 
have fairly started on their journey; most of 
them are young, and ail are strong and 
healthy—fair specimens of that “bold peas- 
antry, their country’s pride,’’ to quote a 
hackneyed line—and taken altogether just 
such a class as a new country would warmly 
welcome. 

THEY HAUNT THE LARGE CITIES. 

Unfortunately it is imat this class who stop 
at the large Eastern cities, overcrowding the 
siums and competing for the worst-paid 
manual labor, a small percentage only 
moving on to the free lands of the West. 
There can be no question as to what they are 
fitted for. See them during the course of 
their Journey, see the wild bogs and bare 
mountains they have left, the little patches 
of land they have wrested a living from, in- 
hale the pure, ozone-laden air they have 
breathed, see the natural strength and vigor 
of their frames, and assuredly one will say 
an agricultural life is the best for them and 
the only one for which they are properly 
fitted. Perhaps the Lrishman’s gregarious 
inclinations make the idea of life on the 
lonely prairie or primeva! forest abhorrent:

THE KINDERGARTEN. 


Celebration of the Centennial Anni- 
versary of the Birth of the Founder, 
Friedrich Froebel, 

The children of the kindergarten schools of 
this city celebrated yesterday the auniversary 


of the educational theory upon whioh the kin- 
dergarten schools are founded. Froebel, who 
was born 100 years ago in Thuringia, enjoys, 
perbaps, the most enviable of all fame—that 
whichis kept forever itresh and dear in the 
hearts of chiidren. Few lives of patient Jabor 


_ and self-sacrifice bave purchased a brighter re- 


ward than the grateful remembrance of the 
world’s little ones. The homage of youthful 
hearts is a monument to bis memorv more beau- 
titul and more enduring than “storied ura 
or animated bust,” or the cold tribute, of 
costly marble. And as the system which he 
inaugurated becomes more widely known 
through its beneficent intluence, the name of 
Froebel shines with iucreasing justre on the roll 
of humanity's benefactors. 

Of the work that has been accomplished in 
Chicago by the six schools which have becn put 
into operation by the Froebel Kindergarten As- 
suciation it is unnecesaary to speak. Four bun- 
dred poor children are being educated, but their 
minds are not being shaped on the idea which 
shupes the feet of Chinese children. The nat- 


ures are developed harmoniously, and offer a 
fruitful soil to the seeds of industry, morality, 
and intelligence. Bighteen teachers are being 
educated at present. 

That yesterday was a gala day for the children 
of the different schools was naturally to de ex- 
pected. Sixty-three scholars at the West Side 
schoo!, on Halsted street, went through their ex- 
ercises in a room made bright with flowers and 
sunshine, while a picture of Froebel looked 
down upon them from the wall. Many promi- 
nent ladies, who are interested in the work of 
the school, were present. Fifty-six children 
celebrated the occasion at No. 1287 State strect. 
Instruction and recreation were so blended in 
their exercises that work seemed to lose its for- 
bidding aspect and wear the smiles of play. 
At No, 377 State street fifty children were in at- 
tendance, and another bappy group was found 
atthe echool established by the ladies of thé 
Courch of the Messiah, at the corner of Twenty- 
second apd Arnold streets. No less tban eighty- 
five children are in the school at No. 147 Milton 
avenue, on the North Side, the eldest not being 
over 6 years of age. With singing. and enjoy- 
able games the day was pleasantly spent by all.

A Female Lawyer at Milwaukee Car- 
ries Things with a High Hand

MILWAUKER, Wis., April 20.—[Special.j— 
A peculiar scene oceurred in the Municipal 
Court here today. Among the attorneys of 
this city is n Miss Kate Kane, a young lady 
of fair legal abilities, who has frequently had 
business in connection with cases before the 
Criminal Court. On several occasions she 
has exhausted the patience of the court by 
methods of procedure notin harmony with 
the rulings of the Judge. On one occasion 
she left the couft-room in a sulk while one of 
her cases Was pending, and the Judge was 
obliged to send the Sheriff to take her back to 
finish the case. At various times she has 
been reprimanded by the court, and finally 
came tv concieve a bittersdislike for Judge 
Mallory. ‘This morning a petty case came 
up, in which the prisoner had no attorney. 
He announeed that he would like to have 
Miss Kane defend him, but Judge Mallory, 
having lost patience With’ Miss Kane, as- 
signed another lawyer to the defense. Miss 
Kane left the court-room, and the business of 
the day proceeded. 

THE ASSAULT. 

This afternoon, a little before 3 o’élock, 
Miss Kane entered the court-room and took 
a seat beside the clerk in front of the Judge's 
desk. Judge Mallory was séated with one 
side of his @ee toward Miss Kane, giving his 
attention to*the case on trial Miss Kane 
looked at him a few minutes, and then sud- 
denly rose, standing directiy iu front of the 
Judge, and seized a large inkstand frown the 
desk. ‘The inkstand slipped from her hands, 
ald she instautly caught up a giass of water. 
The Judge’s attention was attracted b®@® 
her movements, and, as he turned his 
head, Miss Kane threw the contents of the 
giass into the Judge’s face. ‘The court-room 
was instantly aseene of excitement, lumhy 
supposing that. Miss Kane had become in- 
sane, and feariae that she might attempt 
an more desperaie than throwing the 
water. ‘The Judge ordered the offender un- 
der arrest, had her pleced in the prisoners’ 
dock, and iminediately sentenced her for 
cuntempt of court to paya tine of $50 and 
stand committed to the County jail until that 
sum should be forthcoming. 

Miss Kane spoke her mind freely to the 
Judge, using anything but gentie expres- 
sions. She asserted that she would heveér 
pay the fine, that thé jail was a most prefer- 
able place in which to,remain than Judge 
Mallory’s court-room, ete. 

The Judge. who is an old, dignified gentle- 
man who has occupied the bench over twen- 
ty years, made nO more reply to her tlran he 
would to a drunken tramp who might assail 
him. The fair prisoner was foreed out of 
the court-room by the Sheriff, continuing her 
abusive language as she went, and was taken 
to the jail and locked up.

Mariue-Insurance Agents Agree to Dis- 
acree,. 

There will be no pool on marine cargo-insur- 
ance at this port this SeA80n, and as a result 
shippers will be able to secure polivies at almost 
any rate they ame willing to pay. This is a good 
thing fur the shippers, but will prove rather un- 
profitable for the insurance cOmpaniés and the 
agents representing them, although they will 
have no one but themselves to blame. For some 
time a number of agents representing the bulk 
of the marine-insurance business in Chicago 
have been eafnestiy working to form a pooling 
combination of their sevéral interests in order 
to bet@r protect and maintain a paying rate. 
In order to bring about the desired result it was 
necessary to first obtain an expression from all 
of the companies represented here as to wheth- 
ér or not they were willing to enter the pool, for 
uniess all were willing the combination wouid 


be impracticable. On Wednesday the ageuts 
held a ineeting and canvassed the advisability of 
forming a pool, but did noy accomplish anything 
beyond the appointment of committees. Twen- 
ty-six companies Were represented, and the ma- 
jority expressed themselves as being in favor of 
the pool, although a few were of the opinion that 
itebuld not be established. Anhuther meeting 
was heid Thursday and still no aetinit arrange- 
ments were made, and the meeting was ad- 
journed until yesterday afteradun with the un- 
derstanding that the next meeting would be a 
decisive one. Yesterday the agents again as- 
semmbled and business was resumed by the Coim- 
tnittee on Apporttiopment of Busitiess submit- 
ting their report. Before it had been ee 
however, a motion was tnade to call the roll 
order to ascertain if all present were em po 
ered to commit the interests of the companies 
which they répresented, and it resuited in four 
members reply ia the nogativ e, and the meeting 
was adjourned,

Dinner Giving—Duties of the Host-and 
Hostess and the Guests. : 

An invitation to dinner, says a New York 
paper, is the highest ‘social compliment, and 
should be so received and treated. While al- 
most all other invitations are issued by the 
hostess alone, the invitations to dinner are 
always in the joint names of host and hostess. 
The host occupies here the high position of 
entertainer, and he is expected to do such to- 
ward the amusement of his guests. 1t is he who 
goes first to the aining-roow, and it is he who 
condnets on his right arm and seats at his 
right hand the most important lady of the 
party. Fora good dinner does not consist 
alone of the meats and drinks, although both 
should be carefully considered, but of the 
proper seating of the guests at the table, as 
well as the etiquet to be observed toward 
them, and the perfection of every arrange- 
ment. Most ladies who give dinners con- 
Stantly keep books in which the name of 
every guest is entered and a record of the 
dinner. Also they keep their own dinner- 
cards, on which they write the names of 
their neighbors at the dinners to which they 
have been asked. They also keep a book in 
which they record carefully the names of 
their hosts te whom they*’owe return din- 
ners, forthis is a hospitality whigch, in a large 
city, and with fashionable gcquaintances, 
must be returned. The fostess attends to 
the writing and sending a pene En- 
graved cards are usually ted for these in- 
vitations, with spa@ée left for names, date, 
hour, and address. These invitatiohNs are 
sent afortnight in advance. Now, the ac- 
ceptance or refusal of tifis invitation should 
be sent with as little delay as possible. It 
shows a want of courtesy or good breeding 
on the part of the invited guest to leave this 
invitation wnauswered more than a day, as 
no lady wishes to send asecond nvte to learn 
if her dinner is accepted or not. Many ladies 
ive to the door of their invited guests with 
their dinner invitations, having the footman 
leave them, so solicitious are they that they 
should be properly delivered. It is also proper 
to send them by a servant or by post, which 
latter way is observed in England by the high- 
est authorities, but there isa sort of reluctance 
bere to this sensibte course. It is not well for 
a hostess to invite too many members of one 
family to the same dinner. It is better to 
ask them on different occasions. But it is 
the bight of impropriety to invite the hus- 
band without the wife, or the wife without 
the husband. Punctuality is a_necessary 
courtesy. “ It is the courtesy of Kings,” and 
many a common person could be tauglit this 
virtue by the Prince of Wales, who never 
keeps his host waiting. Be within five’ min- 
utes of the dinner hour, rather before than 
later. In the hall the gentleman arriving 
should tind asmall envelope whieh contains 
acard, having on it the name of the lady 
whom he is to conduct down to dinner, alsb 
asimall boutonniére, which he puts in his 
buttonhole. When his wife comes down 
from the dressing-room, the two do not enter 
arm in arm—that is considered vulgar—but 
the lady goes first, followed by her husband. 
A servant should be stationed at the door 
to announce them, and should open the door 
for the lady. The host and hostess stand 
near each other in the drawing-room 
ready to receive their guests, and, if 
necessary, the host introduces the guests to 
the hostess, if, as often happens at Washing- 
ton, or at an official dinner, she does not 
know them. The punctual arrival relieves 
y awkward apprehension 
she may have about her dinner being spoiled, 
and enables her to make any introductions, 
if she may so choose, before dinner. In 
France it is never done—the waiting fora 
tardy arrival—but fh our country fifteen 
minutes, and even haif an hour, are some- 
times allowed, particularly toa distinguished 
guest. But this delay is a great discourtesy 
to the host. The gentleman, having read the 
name of the lady on his dinner card, if he 
does not know her asks the hostéss to pre 
sent him to her. He begins a little conver- 
sation with her before dinner is qagnounced, 
if there is time. The host and hostess shake 
hands with each new guest on, his or 
her arrival; ladies seat | themselves, 
but gentiemen stand about the par- 
lor chatting. The question of ratk 
not being one*which troubies us in America, 
the lady who is first taken in is the lady to 
whom the dinner is.gziven, and, if there is no 
lady, par excellence, who is the guest of 
honor, then the oldest lady present sgould 
Age is of itself a claim to pre- 
cedence in America. Members of the same 
» wenger as husbands and wives, fathers and 
daughters, mothers and sons, shoul not be 
selit in to dinner in couples, nor should one 
gentleman take two ladies. If adinner party 
be short of gentlemen, or the reverse, there 
should be no attempt to make a formal en- 
try to the dining-room, but the host shouid 
go first with the lady of most consequence, 


the others should be asked to go in informal- 


ly,q@nd the hostess should always enter last. 
Thi is an infallible rule. The duties of a 
host#@ss at a dinner are, in the first place, 
to use a woman’s tactasto the invited guests, 
striving to find out Who will be agreeable to 
each other and placing such people near 
each other.

Some 
women invite those whom they consider as 
their inferiors to their houses apparently to 
insult them; others gush in a ridiculous 
manner. Either extreme is in bad taste. The 
old courteous dignity which gave every lady 
a formula of manners having passed, ¢Ach 
lady must make a manner for herself. Eti- 
quet should be veneered over a good heart 
anda thorough self-respect, then it cannot 
wander far from the perfect bearing. The 
way of serving a ceremonious dinner in the 
great cities is now almost. wholly what is 
called 4 la Russe; that is, nothing is put on 
the table but the dessert.

The making of a pretty and unique table 
searfisthus described by. the Philadelphia 
Press: The materials required are feit of 
any color preferred, quarter yard of silk, 
half yard of Roman ribbon, four or five 
peneges feathers and embroidery silk. Buy 
ialf yard of felt and cut it the length re- 
quired for the searf. Oliveor ecru felt makes 
a good background for the work. Takea 
strip of stiff paper half yard long, fold it in 
six equal parts and cut it in points two and a 
half inehes deep. Unfold the paper, lay it 
across one end of the felt, and cut the felt in 
points. The other end of the scarf is not 
pointed, Cut small fans out of paper, baste 
them on each point, and outline them with 
filling silk. When they are finished tear off 
the paper, and simulate the sticks and cross- 
bars of a fan with embroidery silk. Baste 
Roman ribbon across the scarf about eight 
inches above the points and fasten it on with 
faney stitches in émbroidery silk. For the 
other end of the scarf take a piece of cardi- 
nal silk six and one-half inches wide, line it 
with fine crinoline, and blind stitch it on the 
searf fouriuches from the end. Line the 
searf throughout with silesia or lining silk. 
When finished take four or five peacock 
feathers and cut them off from six to eight 
inches from the eyes. Use small! feathers, 
and ones which curve slightly. Lay the 
scarf on a lap-board, and arrange the feath- 
ers gracefully on it, letting the ends of the 
feathers come to the lower edge of the silk 
stripe. One of ‘the feathers can be bent 
down to look as though it was broken. Pin 
them on the felt, then takea needle and silk 
and tack them fast. A few stitches will 
tasten each one sufliciently. Sew a bow of 
cardinal ribbon over the ends of the stems. 
Finish each end of the searf with plush balls.

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Some Further Facts EKegarding the 
Runaway Match Miade by the Dauch- 
ter of Ex-Gov. Hubbard, of Cennecti« 
éut, and the Subsequent Divorce. 
[Hartford (Conn.) Letter.]—The sequel to 

the elopement of Miss Nellie Hubbard, the 
youngest daughter of ex-Gov. Hubbard, and 
her marriage to her father’s coachman, Frea- 
erick Shepard, four years ago, has just been 
made known to her friends here, who learned 
tor the first time to-day that Mrs. Shepard 
had secured a divorce from her husband. 
The story of Miss Hubbard's hasty action, in 
deceiving her father and marrying aman so 
far beneath her, not only in the social but in 
the intellectual scale, has had the ending 
which such stories generally do have—re- 
pentance at leisure for what was done in 
haste. Miss Hubbard, who was at we 
a young girl, scarcely 18 years of age, was 
secretiy married to Shepard at Westfield, 
Mass., on March 11, 1879, while her father’s 
family were absent from Hartford. Shepard, 
who was about 30 years old, had acted as 
coachman for ex-Gov. veer for 
about a year and #half. 30 far 'as 
his character went, very little could 
be urged against him, except that he had 
formerly been a hackman, a fact from which 
it was argued that he must have been ac- 
customed to assuciate with characters of 
doubtful morality. He was a young fellow 
of good address, and did not drink or swear, 
but he was very. illiterate. Miss Nellie 
undertook to teach him to read and write, 
and, while engaged in this laudable effort to 
benefit his condition, she lost) or imagined 
that she lost, her heart. The fact.ot the 
marriage was not made known to ex-Gov. 
Hubbard until March 22, eleven days after 
the ceremony, when the marriage-certificate 
was sent to him by the groom’s parents. His 
daugliter was preparing to leave the house 
to join her husband when this document was 
placed in his hands. The _heart-broken 
father confronted her with the certificate, 
and she then carlidly acknowledged that 
she was married to Shepard—declared with 
the enthusiasm of a womanin love that her 
hugband was fully worthy of her, and left the 
hose to join him, despite the attempts of 
the grief-stricken father to restrain © her. 
From that time to this Neilie’s name, itis 
said, has been a forbidden word in the 
household of ex-Gov. Hubbard. The oid 
gentleman disowned the girl who had 
hitherto been his favorit child, and positive- 
ly refused to receive—any comunuilication 
from either her or ber husband. 

After the sensation created by her marriage 
had died away Mrs. Shepard fell quietly 
out of sight of her former aristocratic 
friends, and she would have been almost for- 
gotten but for ber proceedings to secure a 
divorce, which have once more revived the 
memory of her romantic marriage. After 
the wedding the couple remained in this city 
for about two years. For a@ few days they 
kept themselves perfectly secluded, and 
Shepard feared to show himself in public 
lest heshould be assaulted by his former 
master and father-in-law, but finally, finding 
that the ex-Governor took no more notice of 
him than if he were dead, he secured a clerk- 
ship in a Hartford shoe-store, where he

worked faithfully, His young wife had 
plenty of money at this time—some that was 
hers in her own right, and more, it is said, 
from the ever-ready purse of her heart- 
broken mother, who, while bowing meekly 
to the will of her husband, could not SUD- 
presg all love for her darling child. The 
cout lived very happily for q@time, and a 
child was born to them, a girl, to Cement their 
union. About two years ago they removed to 
New Haven, where Shepard started a large 
livery-stable in State street with money fur- 
nished by his wife and her friends. The 
stable is connected with a large hotel, and 
yields quite a revenue to Shepard, who fs 
still running it. They engaged a cozy ,cot- 
age in a pleasant street, and here fur a time 

ll went well. But the domestic peace was 
to be shattered in New Haven. Mrs. Shep- 
ard became tired of her unlettered husband, 
and theysbegan to find that their tastes in 
almost. e¥erything ran in counter directions. 
Shepard attended strictly to his business, 
and Mrs. Shepard, who was_ not received 
with open arms by New Haven society, 
showed her contempt of the fashionable 
world, of which she had formerly been a 
belle, by purchasing a dog-cart and a hand- 
some pony, with which she apveared in the 
streets, elegantiy attired, on every pleasant 
day. The beautiful womag naturally at- 
tracted admirers, and among them one is 
said to be an aged and wealthy manufact- 
urer of New Haven, and another a million- 
aire of New York, who frequents the Turf 
Club in that city. Shepard became jealous 
ef his wife, with or without cause, and the 
result was that the two separated several 
months ago and have not lived together 
slice, 

When the breach gecurred Shepagl went 
to live ata hotel, and his wife remained. in 
the cottage with her child, The husband 
called frequently to see his child, and op 
such oceasions Mrs. Shepard left the two t 
gether. Some four montis ago she gave 
her cottage and went to live in the Selden 
Huse, at New Haven. ‘1!.-breach between 
her and her husband was constantly widen- 
ing, although it was very apparent that Shep- 
ard still idolized his wife. Some three 
months since, when the rumor that she was 
about to seek for a divorce was first spread, 
a triend of Shepard agewe to him on the sub- 
ny He cried like a baby then, and said that 
1e had always been true to her, and should 
always love her devotedly. Heacted like a 
child that was being punished, refused to be- 
lieve that his wife wouldask for a divorce 
and seemed to be confident that she woul 
ultimately return to live with him. 

Mrs. Shepard’s: lawyer in moving for the 
@vorce was L. N. Blydenburg, who figured 
as the counsel for the Malley boys in their 
trial for the murder of Jennie Cramer. The 
cause for which the divorce was granted is 
said to be abandonme&t, Shepard making no 
counter-charges. Great efforts have been 
made to keep the fact that a divorce has been 
granted secret in Conneeticut, the lawyers 
and the Judge doing all in the wer to 
conceal the reeord from the public. It is 
thought bv some that Mrs. Shepard, having 
disembarrassed herself of her plebeian hus- 
band, will be welcomed back to her father’s 
house; but the general opinion is that ex- 
Gov. Hubbard will never recall the denunci- 
ation which he pronounced against his 
daughter four years ago. 


Anecdotes ee John Brown, 
Queen Victoria’s Favorit Gillie. 

On one occasion the Queen, accompanied 
by two8of her daughters, was returning to 
Balmoral from a visit. to Glassalt, when sud- 
denly two horses started aside. from a new 
road they were unaccustomed to. was an 
awkward spot for an accident, but John 
Brown, realizing the danger at a glance, 
vociferated * Pull up!” so vigorously to the 
coachman that serious consequences were 
averted. As it was, the carriage was over- 
tarnsd and the royal party were thrown 
out... At a little distance the coachman lay 
insensible. The outrider was on before, and 
only John Brown remained to do duty for 
all. With gredt coolness he whipped 
out his clasp-knite and quietly cut 
the traces to _ free .the struggling 
animals, and bore the occupants of the car- 
riage toa place of safety. Itis alleged that 
only fora moment he was perplexed, when 
his lamp went dut, and. an emphatic excla- 
mation escaped his lips, which the royal ears 
that hegrd it construed into an éjaculatory 
prayer. The outrideg chanced to look 


around as he galloped along, and, seeing no 
lamps, he round back to ascertain what was 
wrong, but the danger was past. He has 
served the Queen ju a greater strait. When 
young mad O’Co@nnell darted out on her 
from the shrubbery at Buckingham Paiace, 
pistol in hand, he positively plucked the 
puny wretch up from the ground as if he had 
been an offending kitten, and held him out 
so, clawing the air with his paws, till the 

Queen had passed out of harm’s way. 

So, too. he was death on all intruders on 
the Queen’s privacy. Once when he met 
some reporters whom be suspected of dog- 
ging her footsteps for. “copy,” If ordered 
them off the publie highway as though he 
held all the highlands ingfee. It was gross- 
ly illegal, but they went. [Vis well Known, 
too, that his ready tact has smoothed the 
Queen’s way into thehumblejhighland homes 
she has honored with her presence. “You 
see, he is one of ourselves, and his familiar 
face beside her Majesty puts heart into wf.” 
Without a native pioneer can be easily 
imagined how difficult it wo@ld have been for 
theQueen to make her way amongst a people 
whose language, and manners and oustoms 
were strange to her. And upon. the 
other yand, how littie sympathy there 
could have been between the exallt- 
ed lady and the simple col- 
ters. Hier Majesty sometimes made 
hér calls upon unfortunate days, when 
* cleaning ’’ was guing on, and ur: was a 
thorvugh turnup in the household On such 
occasions an ordinary herald would have been 
nonplussed, probably, but not he. Coolly 
seeking out the guidwife he, informed her 
officially that the Queen was at the dooryand 
at the same time rated her soundly for not 
beihg prepared to receive her Mmjesty. He 
did not leave herin the lurch, h6Owever, but 
vigorously set to work to whisk pails and 
brooms out of sight and make things 
straight before the royal visitor appeared on 
the scene. 

In return for his faithful io dischiminat- 
ing service the Queen was at times inclined to 
be overgenerous in substantial acknowledg- 
ments. On one notable occasion the Queen’s 
son-in-law, Prifice Christian, who, was tne 
ranger of Windsor forest, proposed before 
pe close of the pheasant season to have 
a small shooting party of his own friends. 
As is the custom in sueh cases, he submitted 
the names to lier Majesty, and they were ap- 
proved, with the lf pe that Mr. Brown should 
be included in the number. The Prince po- 
litely bowed to this request, t instead of 
sending out the invitations #8 he had in- 
tended he withheld them, and he and * Mr. 
brown” had the srort to themselves. ‘The 
ueen, however, was by no means satisfied 
with this arrangement, and as the slight 
caine from the owe momber of the royal cir- 
cle for whom her Majesty has a profound re- 
gard, and whom she consults more than any 
member of her family, this little annovance 
was felt with all the mgre acuteness. On 
another occasion, when the court was es- 
tablished in'Ravenna, in Italy, Brown was 
indisposed. As he had no faitlyin the skill 
of any one raised south of the Tweed, 
he declined the services of Sir William 
Jenner, who was deemed clever enough 
for ' her Majesty, and clamored _ for 
Dr. Marshall, the ordinary attendant of the 
royal househoid, who was absent on a holi- 
day, the first for several years. .So, in order 
to appease Brown, Marshall traveled across 
furope to attend to his very ordinary ail- 
mentg, at an expense to he@Majesty_of some 
hundfed guineas. A wore substantial re- 
ward than such attentions as these, however, 
was given to Brown a year or two ago, when 
her Majesty had built for his use, within the 
grounds at Balmoral, a plaig bu® spagjous 
square mansion, occupying a@ pleasant @tua- 
tion in the centre of a lawn-like expanse of 
the royal demesne, with a carriagZe-drive 
leading to it from one of the avenues. This 
abode was doubtless intended for his use in 
his declining years, after his roval mistress 
had passed away, but it was destined never 
to be permanentiv occupied. Brown re- 
mained in personal attendance on the Queen 
up to the time of his death, and sat in his ac- 
customed place behind her carriage when 
the last attempt was made upon her life, at 
Windsor, a little over a year ago.

Several letters, written by the plaintiff to 
Miss Pierce and her sister, were read in evi- 
dence by her counsel. 

_ In one, dated at Louisville, Nov. 3, 1881, he 
says: 

BeLLe: When) I saw you at the Exposinon I 
fell madly in love witb you, and at every mo- 
ment I was in your company I loved you the 
more. After i left youl tried bard to forget 
that love, but it was impossible. Your look was 
my life, your swile my very heart strings. When 
I jooked into those eyes they made my life hap- 
py, and still 1 was very miserable. 

The next letter was addressed to Miss Re- 
becca Pierce, as follows: 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 28, 1881.—As your sister 
refuses me the permission to write to ber I ad- 
dress you. l admit I did very wrong in the way 
I acted to her, and Iam very sorry for it, for I 
know I caused ber trqubie and made her un- 
happy. 1l knew that when | met ner I was doing 
wrong to tove ber, but I could not:heilp it. I 
was miserable. and she brought light to my 
beart. I loved ber, and if things bad turned out 
us lexpected we would have been happy. But 
it was willed different. As for wy tntentions, 
they were good and pure. She.cannot say but I 
niways treated her as a gentiethan in all my 
dealings, and God knows I would have given ber 
anything I bad in this worldto bave her post J 
and would to this day. I loved beror I would 
not have got her the ring, and I only want that 
she will keep and wear it as a token from a 
friend only. But I do think it wrong for her to 
keep the medal. If 1 caused her any expense I 
will send her the money. T. E. LINCOLN. 

Mr. Coffey, in commenting upon the letters 
and reviewing the conduct of Mm Lincoln, in 
his felicitous style of banters and ireny, kept 
the court, jurors, and spectators in a state of 
cae continual laughter for over half an 

our. 

Mr. Gregg, the attorney for the plaintiff, 
and his security on the replevin bond, made 
@he closing argument. He adopted the lan- 
guage of his client, that the latter had all 


through conducted himself as a gentleman, | 


his intention being, if he had succeeded in a 
diverce proceeding instituted in the courts of 
Louisville, to marry the lady. He said the

There is no one thing that adds so much to | 


the furnishing of a room as curtains. With 
a good carpet, nice walls, and tasty curtains, 
though you may have little furniture in your 
room, it will look quite elegant. There is no 
greater mistake made by people furnishing 
than putting all thelr money into a parior set 
and leaving only enough to buy dark shades 
for their windows. Wherea house is with- 
out shutters dark shades seem a necessity; 
but uglier. things could not have been 
thought of than the present fashiqpable

white, and nothing wears much better. 1 
have some that have been in use five years, 
and do not look so very bad yet. The dust 
slips off of Holland very easily, and if the 
large brass rings are attached-to pull them 
down with, they can be kept free from fin- 
ger-marks. But inside the shades some 
drapery is necessary to give a gracetul ap- 
pearance to the windows. These can be of 
Swiss, scrim, or Canton flannel as one fan- 
cies. If the windows are a north look ont, 
Swiss could be used very well; these are 
pretty made to part in the centre, and poms pe 
with antique or coarse torchon lace, at 
the top setin large box-plaits and fastened 
to rings slipped ona pole. It is not neces- 
sary to purchase the heavy, expensive 
poles and rings at thefstores if you choose 
to manufacture your own. Have a pole 
turned at the carpenter’s a little longer 
than the width of the window; into the ena 
fasten a knob, which can be bought at a 


hardware store, together with martingale - 


rings of iron, whichcan be covered with 
crocheting otin brown zephyr. Sew these 
at equal distances along your curtains, and 
hang them on two large hooks, which can be 
purchased at the hardware store. ‘The cur- 
tains shou!d only reach the floor: loop them 
back a little below the middle of the window 
with ribbon, and not at the window-sill as 
formerly. 

For a door, a pretty curtain is made of tar- 
latan, very full, gathered on a string at the 
top and bottom; partit in the middle, and 
tie back to each side with a ribbon, so that 
the opening forms a diamond, Inside of 
this have a red or white shade to 
draw down for privacy. A very pretty way 
to tix a window looking out upon an unpleas- 
ant scenef is to dissolve Epsom salts in beer 
until it is the consistency of cream, and 
put it upon the giass with asponge. It will 
form the most beautiful shapes—equal to 
Jack Frost’s paintings. This arrangement 
keeps ont ugly sights, but does not keep out 
the light. If the curtains are made of Can- 
ton flannel the trimmings should be broad 
bands of another contrasting color, put a 
foot from the nig directly across the cur- 
tain, and on a line with the window-sill 
place another band. Nine inches at least in 
width should the bands be; line the curtains 
with thin cambric and trim on the edges 
with worsted fringe, which comes in beau- 
tiful shades from 20 to 530 cents a yard. 


If you would like them more elabo~ 


rate, there are beautiful strips of wool 
canvas, about six inches wide, to be 
had in all colors, which can be em- 
broidered in any of the pretty stitches now 
used, and used as bands, instead of another 
shade of Canton flannel. These strips come 
for afghans, but can be used for a number of 
articles where stripes are employed. They 
are in nearly all colors, and are 50 cents a 
ard. Very heavy, gray linen is also used 
or curtains; along the edge the pattern of 
the linen is outlined in worsted or crewels. 
W@th the great abundance of material it is 
very easy in these days to make home beau- 
tiful, if one has taste; and one cannot do 
that with plenty of money unless they have 
taste. The great trouble with many homes 
is, there is too much mixture in-them. To 
have everything one must have a large house, 
and when people learn to furnish houses 
according tu the house we shall see more 
pretty homes. Furnish cottages in cottage 
furniture, and leave the massive style for 
larger houses, 


The Fickle Chorus Master and the Wily
